ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

American soldiers in their first 
large-scale bayonet attack of the 
Tunisian campaign have stabbed

Axis bridgehead and captured two 
- gtrategic hills, United States head- 
quarters announced today, while 
Allied airmen have struck a heavy 
blow at Axis shipping in the Medi- 
terranean. 

As the artillery-supported infan- 
trymen stormed their way up the 
stoutly defended heights, the Al- 
lied air forces caught a concentra- 
tation of enemy ships in the 
Straits of Sicily and sank seyen of 
the vessels and hit at least two 
others,

Even with these successes, the 
Americans still were unable to 
look down upon the plain of Tunis, 
for there are other heights to be 
taken .before they reach sight of 
the level land. 

But long-range American guns 
already are hurling shells over the 
mountains into the vital enemy 
rail junction of Mateur, which. lies 
where the hills disappear and the 
plain begins between Tunis and 
Bizerte. 

Bitter Fighting. 

There was bitter fighting all 
along the Tunisian front, in which 
the enemy lunged out with several 
strong counter attacks, virtually 
all of which were repulsed. 

Axis forces gained a little ground 
against the British First Army 
east and northeast of Medjez-el- 
Bab and turned in slight gains 
against the Eighth Army in the 
south. 

A special announcement telling 
of the aerial blow against enemy 
shipping off Cape Bon at the 
eastern tip of Tunisia said it: was 
known that the Allied flyers sank 
two destroyers, a corvette, a large 
motor launch, a motor ferry, a 
motor torpedo boat and a tank 
carrier.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 1.—A 
political situation is shaping up in 
the Democratic party in Missouri 
which may have ominous conse- 
quences for United States Senator 
Bennett Champ Clark in his cam- 
paign for renomination in 1944. 
A determined effort will be made 
to defeat him, and it now appears 
that Attorney General Roy McKit- 
trick will be his opponent. 

Weakened among the straight- 
party Democrats for two years or 
more by his opposition to President 
Roosevelt and many preparedness 
measures prior to Pedrl Harbor, 
Clark has recently aroused the re- 


sentment of very practical and 
powerful political groups in the 
State. ; 

Reports have. been received in 
Missouri that Clark and hig col- 
league, Senator Truman, have de- 
creed that McKittrick, State Au- 
ditor Forrest Smith and Secretary 
of State Dwight H. Brown must, 
be eliminated from the political | 
picture in Missouri. These reports, 
which the State officials consider 
so well authenticated that they be- 
lieve them, are to the effect that 
the two Senators are worried over 
the Missouri situation in view of 
the big- Republican gains in 1942, 
that they believe the people of 
Missouri are “tired’ 'of McKittrick, 
Smith and Brown, who will have 
been in office 12 years at the close 
of their resent terms ,as Clark 
will have been at the close of his, 
and that there is a demand for new 
candidates for State offices. 

Each Has Strong Following. 

Naturally, the three officials 
have not been pleased by the re- 
ports. Regardless of what might 
be said in criticism of any one or 
all three of them, each has a 
strong following within the Dem- 
ocratic party, and there are possi- 
bilities of a combining of forces 
back of McKittrick, which, taken 
with other opposition to Clark, will 
give the Senator the most difficult 
race of his political career. 

In many respects the 1944 sena- 
torial campaign is shaping up with 
much similarity to that of 1922, 
when former Senator James A. 
Reed encountered violent opposi- 
tion from Democrats in his candi- 
dacy for a third term because of 
his opposition to President Wilson 
and his fight on the League of Na- 
tions as a means of preventing fu- 
ture wars. 

The same type of opposition !{s 
found in Clark’s case, based on 
his antagonism to President 
Roosevelt and on a belief, widely 
held, that at the termination of 
the war Clark will oppose ratifi- 
cation of any peace treaty which 
contemplates joint action of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
other nations in preserving’ the 
peace, 

Clark Regains Some Ground. 

Clark’s popularity with Missouri 
Democrats was at its lowest point 
immediately after Pearl Harbor. 
Undoubtedly he has regained some 
of the lost ground since then. He 
has maintained an almost unbrok- 
en silence and many Democrats, 
nothing having stirred them up re-

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
Manpower Commissioner Paul V. 
McNutt tonight decreed a 48-hour 
work week for blast furnaces, 
steel works and rolling mills and 


set July 1 ag the final date for 
compliance with the’ order. 

He ruled that the 48-hour work 
week must be established by June 
1, if no workers are to be released 
in making the change, and by 
July 1, if it ig necessary to lay off 
employes. 

Under the order, no steel mill 
working less than 48 hours after 
June, 1 may hire new workers 
without War Manpower Commis- 
sion approval. McNutt said the 
action assured that more than 
525,000 steel workers will be on a 
48-hour basis by July 1. 

The order defined blast furnace, 
steel works and rolling mills as 
covering ‘any establishment which 
is primarily engaged in ~the pro- 
Guction of pig iron; or in rolling, 
forging or drawing crude iron or 
steel into semi-finished or fin- 
ished products; or whose pig iron 
production is allocated by the War 
Production Board, 

Acts Under Roosevelt Order. 

An earlier announcement of Mc- 
Nutt’s action, released by the Of- 
fice of War Information, said 
merely that McNutt had barred 
the hiring of new workers,by the 
steel mills after June 1 unless they 
were on a 48-hour week basis. The 
text of the order, made available 
later, disclosed the broader action. 

McNutt, who acted under Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's executive order 
giving the commission authority to 
order a 48-hour week wherever it 
deemed necessary, said the steel 
industry now was averaging only 
415 hours, with some plants run- 
ning as low as 37 hours. 

The action will be equivalent to 
adding 50,000 men to the nation’s 
labor forces, McNutt said, assert- 
ing all workers released by the 
steel mills in going to the extended 
work week can be placed readily 
in other industries by the United 
States Employment Service. 

McNutt’s action followed exten- 
sive consideration of the special 
problem of the steel industry, in- 
cluding conferences during the last 
few days with the regional direc- 
tors of the WMC,

U.S. BATTLESHIPS 

CAN TURN 16-INCH 
GUNS ON AIRCRAFT 


NEW YORK, May 1 (AP).—Bat- 
tleships of the United States can 
turn their big 16-inch turret guns 
to aircraft defense, says Seapower, 
official ‘magazine of the Navy 
League. 

The article, approved for publi- 
cation by the Navy Department, 
tells of ammunition especially de- 
signed and manufactured for use 
by the big guns against enemy air- 
craft. 

“How far this revolutionary de- 
velopment has been perfected is of 
course a military secret,” said the 
article written by Gilbert Cant, 
military analyst, “but when it has 
reached the ‘state of readiness for 
combat use, if it has not already 
done so, the battléS8hips will have a 
multiple role in‘ large combined 
task forces. They are destined to 
develop into floating fortresses of 
the world’s largest anti-aircraft 
artillery. 

“The balance of forces in the Pa- 
cific has changed almost as much 
in the last few months as it did in 
the first few months after Pear!

“To avoid the iletaiee of under- 
estimating the enemy, let us as- 
sume the enemy may now have 13 
battleships, including five new

Reductions in Some Sisce 
of Canned Apples, 
Peaches—Dried Soups 


Taken Off List. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
Dried or dehydrated soups come 
off the ration list, most fruit and 
tomato juices get lower point val- 
ues and several other changes in 
processed fruit-vegetable ation- 
ing go into effect tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The changes were announced to- 
night by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration. Removal of dry 
soups from the ration list was de- 
cided on so late that OPA already 
had distributed sample charts 
showing a one point per package 
value for dry soups in packages up 
to four ounces. ‘These will have to 
be corrected by storekeepers. 

Authorities acted from alarm 
over reports that wholesale stocks 
of- dry soups had increased 80 per 
cent in March, due to a spurt in 
production, and much of the stock 
was in danger of spoiling due to 
warm weather. In the fall these 
soups are expected to be rationed 
again. 

The cuts in juice points, also 
due to slow sales, affect all popu- 
lar fruit juices and tomato juices, 
except pineapple juice, which went 
up from 13 to 17 points on the pop- 
ular No. 2% size can. Other can 
sizes of pineapple juice remained 
unchanged. 

Grape juice came down from 4 
to 3 points for a pint and from 8 
to 3 for a quart. Grapefruit and 
other citrus juices were trimmed 
in the No. 2 size can from 4 to 2 
points, and in the 46-ounce can 
from 9 to 4 points. Tomato juice 
was reduced in the No. 2 can size 
from 12 to 6 points and in the 46-

HIGH SCHOOL BOYS 
AND GIRLS HELP IN 
GATHERING SPINACH 


Sixty-Eight Pick 872 Bushels 
at 10 Cents a Bushel at 
Chesterfield Farm. 


A group of 68 high school boys 
and girls who spent six hours yes- 
terday picking 872 bushels of spin- 
ach at the Hellwig Brothers farm 
near Chesterfield, Mo., will return 
today to continue doing their part 
to help relieve the agricultural la- 
bor shortage. 

William Hellwig, one of the op- 
erators of the 2000-acre farm, said 
the students, who were recruited 
through the Farm Replacement 
Bureau of the United States Em- 
ployment Service, worked en- 
thusiastically when the necessity 
for their labors was explained to 
them, 

The boys and girls, who gathered 
at the Delmar Loop and boarded 
busses furnished by the Normandy 
Public Schools, were paid the regu- 
lar rate of 10 cents a bushel. About 
100 students of Clayton, Webster 
Groves, Normandy, University 
City and St. Louis University High 
schools went to the farm but be- 
cause of a shortage of supervis- 
ors not all were permitted to work, 
Hellwig said that in former 
years spinach pickers were re- 
cruited from Southeast Missouri 
and Arkansas. None was available 
this year, he said, and he was 
able to save most of his crop only 
by bringing about 50 Mexicans 
from Texas. These men have been 
working as much as 20 hours a 
day for the past three weeks, he 
said, and are virtually exhausted. 

“The students were a great help 
in spite of their inexperience,” 
Hellwig said. “I was much im- 
pressed with their attitude and I 
hope they come back each week 
end. The farm labor situation is 
so acute there isn’t a grower who 
is not thoroughly alarmed.”

Politics in Bills. 


A different situation exists in 
the Senate than fn the House on 
these bills. While admittedly they |: 
should not be ¢gonsidered from a 
standpoint of party political ad- 
vantage and should be considered 
only from the standpoint of the 
efficiency and economy which 
could be expected to result from 
their passage, as a matter of 
practical politics there is a good 
deal of politics in them. 


Their passage would deprive 
Smith and Secretary of State 
Dwight H. Brown, both Demo- 
crats, of a great amount of polit- 
ical patronage, and create a de- 
partment under control of the 
Governor, a Republican. While on 
perfection of the bills in the 
House party lines were not fol- 
lowed exactly, still it was the Re- 
publican majority, after pressure 
im caucus, that perfected the bills 
and that will pass them. In the 
House the Republicans have 
enough votes to pass the bills 
without any Democratic support, 
although five Democrats voted 
with the Republicans on the per- 
fection of most of them. 

Neither party has a majority in 
the Senate, where if all the 17 
Republicans are present and sup- 
port the bills, at least one Demo- 
cratic vote will be needed to pass 
them. If there should be any ab- 
sentees among the Republican 
Senators or if any Republican 
Senator refuses to support them, 
additional Democratic votes will 
be needed. 

Gov. Donnell said today that he 
would confer with President Pro 
Tem Briggs of the Senate and 
Speaker Elliott of the House early 
in the week to determine a con- 
venient time for him to address 
a joint assembly to urge the pass- 
age of the program. He will con- 
tinue his public advocacy of the 
bills in a speech in Cape Girar- 
deau Thursday.

“I have today by appropriate 
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axecutive order directed the Sec-/call on Secretary of War Stimson, 


retary of the Interior, who is the. 
Fuel Administrator and in whose 
department are the Bureau of 
Mines and the Bituminous Coal Di- 
vision, to take possession of andia 
operate the coal mines, for the 
United States Government. 

“I now call upon aH miners who 
may have abandoned their work to 
return immediately to the mines 
and work for their Government. 
Their country needs their services 
as much as those of the members 
of the armed forces. I am con- 


fident that they do not wish to re-|. 


tard the war effort; that they are 
as patriotic as any other Ameri- 
cans, and that they will promptly 
answer this call to perform this 
essential war service. 

“I repeat that an investigation 
of the cost of living is now being 
made in the mining areas, and that 
the Government will insist that 
the prices be held in accordance 
with the directions of my recent 
executive order, and violations of 
the law promptly prosecuted. 

“Whenever the miners submit 
their case to the War Labor 
Board, it will be determined 
promptly, faifly, and in accordance 
with the procedure and law ap- 
plicable to all labor disputes. If 
any adjustment of wages is made, 
it will be made retroactive. 

“ “The production of coal must 
and shall continue.” 
Ickes Wires Operators. 

Roosevelt’s executive order di- 
rected Ickes to take immediate 
possession of all mines where work 
stoppages have occurred or are 
threatened. Ickes forthwith sent 
his order to every bituminous com- 
pany mining 50 or more tons a day 
—a category which, his office said, 
normally produces about’ 95 per 
cent of the nation’s coal.. 

Ickes’ office announced tele- 
grams were also going out instruct- 
ing anthracite operators to take 
over their mines in the name of 
the Federal Government. About 
450 hard coal companies in Penn- 
sylvania employ 83,000 persons, 
who stopped work when their con- 
tract expired last midnight. 

Lewis has refused to let the

Told of Their Roles. 


Ickes said the managers had 
been called to Washington to be 
instructed regarding the “highly

“I have signed an order taking 
over 3400 bituminous coal com- 
panies which produce a railroad 
carload or more of coal per day,” 
he said. “I have sent telegrams to 
the presidents of e companies 
temporarily dedieating: them as 
the operating managers of these 
properties for the United States 
Government. They have been in- 
structed to divest themselves com- 
pletely of all responsibility to the 
owners of the mines and to con- 
sider themselves officers of the 
Government, responsible to me. 

“T am appointing the managers 
of the field offices of the Bitumi- 
nous Coal Division as regional 
managers of these mining proper- 
ties for the United States Govern- 
ment.” 


Views on Using Troops. 

Explaining he wanted to give 
the new managers their instruc- 
tions in person, Ickes added: 

“One of the gravest responsi- 
bilities involved in taking over the 
mines is the use of the United 
States Army, if and when neces- 
sary, to preserve the peace and 
assure every mine employe an op- 
portunity to produce the coal we 
must have. I pray that the use of 
soldiers will never become neces- 
sary. They will not be called in 
unless it is absolutely essential.” 

After the meeting the regional 
managers returned immediately to 
their stations throughout the coal 
producing regions. 


43 Days’ Supply. 


Ickes said preliminary figures 
indicate the amount of bituminous 
coal above ground as of April 1 
was approximately the same as on 
March 1, when there were 76,627,000 
tons, or an average of 43 days’ 
supply, based on the February rate 
of consumption. 

An administration spokesman 
said that exact figures will be an- 
nounced on Monday. 

He said no figures were immedi- 
ately available concerning the sup- 
ply of anthracite, but that recent 
production was at the rate of about 
1,300,000 tons a week, or about the 
rate necessary to meet this year's 
anticipated need of 65 million tons.

NO DISORDERS OR PICKETING| 


Progressive Mine Workers Also Stay Away,

I repeat that an investigation of 
the cost of living is now being 
made in the mining areas, and that 
the Government will insist that 
the prices be held Mm accordance 
with the directions of my recent 
executive order, and violations of 
the law promptly prosecuted. 


Pledges Fair WLB Ruling. 

Whenever the miners submit 
their case to the War Labor Board, 
it will be determined promptly, 
fairly, and in accordance with the 
procedure and law applicable to all 
labor disputes. If any adjustment 
of wages is made, it will be made 
retroactive, 

The production of coal must and 
shall continue.

Whereas widespread stoppages 
have occurred in the coal indus- 
try and strikes are threatened 
which will obstruct the effective

Whereas the officers of the 
United Mine Workers of America 
have refused to submit to the ma- 
chinery established for the peace- 
ful settlement of labor disputes in 
violation of the agreement on the 
part of labor and industry that 
there shall be no strikes or lock- 
outs for the duration of the war;

Lend-lease shipments in the last 
three months were divided as fol- 
lows: United Kingdom, 38 per cent; 
Russia, 31 per cent; Africa and 
Middle East, 16 per cent; Far East 
{including India), 14 per cent; 
other areas, 1 per cent. 

Without giving actual figures, 
Stettinius said more iend-lease 
planes had been sent to Russia 
than to any other military theater. 
Approximately one-third of all com- 
bat planes produced in this country 
have been lend-leased, and aircraft 
make up the largest single category 
of transfers, totaling $1,405,744,000 
to April 1. 

Because of an increasingly actte 
food shortage in4Ruasia, Stettinius 
said, as much food will be shipped 
to that country thig year as to 
Great Britain, which formerly re- 
ceived the bulk of food shipments. 

Stettinius said reverse lend-lease 
provided to the United States by 
the United Nations, as well as aid 
to each other, has “continued to 
mount in volume and importance,” 
and “we know that in proportion 
to the resources they have avail- 
able this lend-lease aid by our 
Allies to us and to each other is 
‘ entirely comparable to our own.”

Coal Operators 
Announce They 
Will Co-operate 


Whether Miners Will 
Return Appears 
in Doubt. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 1 (AP). 
-—Pennsylvania soft coal operators 
responded tonight to the Presi- 
dent's ‘order taking over their 
properties with announcements 
that they would co-operate, but 
whether the miners would go back 


to work was left in doubt. 

J. B. Morrow, president of the 
Pittsburgh Coal Co., the nation’s 
second largest commercial pro- 
ducer of soft coal, said his com- 
pany already is preparing to com- 
ply with the President’s order for 
Secretary of Interior Ickes to take 
over the mines, and a spokesman 
for the Western Pennsylvania Op- 
erators Association, who declined 
use of his name, commented, “I 
fee] that all 
comply.” 

In New York, the anthracite op- 
erators, who still are continuing 
negotiations with the miners, 
pledged they would co-operate 
completely with the. order. 

A few of Pennsylvania’s 200,000 
miners who stopped work last mid- 
night in both the hard and soft 
coal collieries commented, but all 
said they were waiting for word 
from heir leader, John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine 
Workers in which virtually all 
coal miners are enrolled. 

John Krameck, a UMW repre- 
sentative in District 4, said, “The 
situation as I see it is still the 
same, No contract, no work.” Sam 
Seehofer, another representative 
in that district, said he awaited 
orders “from the headman”— 
Lewis. | 

“I never knew Ickes was a coal 
operator,” he added. “I thought 
they. always put a man in charge 
who knew something about what 
he was mer But of that’s what 
they want, I guess that’s what 


we'll do.” 
Anthracite Pledge. 

The anthracite operators’ pledge 
‘to Ickes of all possible co-opera- 
tion in carrying out the President's 
order was contained in a statement 
issued at the New York conference. 

At the same time, the anthra- 
cite operators wired William H. Da- 
vis, chairman of the War Labor 
Board, that the UMW representa- 
tives at the conference had refused 
to vote on the operators’ resolu- 
tion to continue “work in the an- 
thracite fields pending settlement 
of their wage dispute; 

Negotiations for a new anthra- 
cite contract were being continued, 
despite the fact that the dispute 
had been referred to the WLB and 
that the hard coal ‘miners, with 
the exception of necessary mainte- 
nance employes, had stopped work 
with the expiration of their con- 
tract last midnight.

House Democtfatic and Republican 
tax chiefs, making ready for a 
showdown fight on the floor next 
week, swapped arguments through 


majority and minority reports t0- 
day on the merits of the adminis- 


tration-supported pay-as-you-go 
compromise tax bill and the oppo- 


sition’s skip-a-year alternative. 
Referring to the Easter holiday 
of House members, Minority Lead- 
er Martin (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
expressed belief that the visits 
home would bring added support 
for the Rum! plan, “for those. who 
have talked with the folks back 
home—the bootblack, the barber, 
the grocer and the elevator opera- 
tor—will find out they are all for 
it. ” 

The Democrats called the Re- 
publican-sponsored Rum! plan “un- 
fair—a gross violation of the prin- 
ciple of ability to pay”—while the 
minority countered in its dissent- 
ing report that the opposition’s 
compromise was “a stepchild of 
political pressure.” 

What Each Side Proposes. 
The Democratic-drafted bill would 
cancel approximately 44 per cent 
of last year’s tax indebtedness by 
applying the lower 1941 rates and 
higher personal exemptions to 1942 
income, The Republican - Ruml 
plan would abate a complete year’s 
taxes. “Under the committee bill,” 
said the Democrats, “there will be 
no doubling up for more than 
seven million new taxpayers, and 


the old taxpayers, while forced to 
undergo some doubling up, will 
receive substantial reduction of 
their 1942 tax.”

Free Suggestion to 
Mr. Frick on Umpires. 


MPIRES are honorable men, 
[J sciectea because of keen 

vision, excellent character 
and the ability to keep tempers 
cool in the face of torrid out- 
bursts from ballplayers with less 
self-control. Being human, they 
make occasional mistakes, for. 
their job is a difficult one. They 
must make decisions quickly, 
they must be alert at all times 
and frequently’ a ball game will 
be decided on a decision on a 
play that is so close that ob- 
servers in the stands disagree 
as to how it should be called. 

Those rare mistakes should be 
taken without comment and it 
always has been our custom 
never to build a story around 
an umpire’s mistake. However,. 
two plays of the still young base- 
ball season indicate that per- 
haps a better use could be made 
of the multiple-umpire system, 
in the interest of equity, and to 
prevent occasional unnecessary 
miscarriage of justice. 

Our gestion is that Ford 
Frick, prestdent of the National 
League, instruct his umpires to 
arrange some tem of signals 
so that one or two umpires may 
inform the third’ member of 
their team that they’d like to 
be consulted, to right a wrong, 
an unintentional wrong, but 
nevertheless a wrong. 


You Can’t Call ’Em 
If You Don’t See ’Em. 


N the spring series game of

aree hit a grounder which hit

NY argument that a re

Two Were Too Badly Injured to Walk, but 
New Britain Natives Shunted Them About 
to Dodge Enemy.

WASHINGTON, May 1.— Addi- 

tional details of the adventures of 

jthree United States Army Air 


Forces members during the 10 
months and 12 days they evaded 
Japanese patrols in the jungles of 
New Britain have been announced 
by the War Department. Their 
rescue deep in Japanese territory 
by a Royal Australian Air Forces 
plane on March 24, 1943, has been 
announced previously. 

The men, Second Liewet. Marvin 
C. Hughes, Baird; Tex.; Second 
Lieut. Eugene D. Wallace, Los An- 
geles, and Pvt. (First Class) Dale 
E. Bordner, Chillicothe, O., were 
forced down on May 24, 1942, 

After they bombed a Japanese 
airdrome, a burst of anti-aircraft 
fire -knocked out one motor of 
their twin-engine Martin B-26 Ma- 
rauder bomber. They fought on 
through a tropicai storm until 
forced to crash-land at sea a few 
yards from the island. All three 
were injured, but managed to swim 
ashore. 

Two Unable to Walk. 


Lieut. Hughes was knocked un- 
conscious in the crash and suf- 
fered a broken leg. He also suf- 
fered a minor wound from a shell 
fragment on the left side. Lieut. 
Wallace and Pvt. Bordner suffered 
clipped teeth. .A bone in Pvt. 
Bordner’s right shin was broken, 
rit there was a deep cut in his 

g. 

“Bordner and I were flat on our 
backs, unable to walk for six 
weeks,” Hughes said. 

Natives were not overly cordial, 
because of their fear of the Jap- 
anese soldiers, who trekked back 
and forth across the jungle. When 
a native village that had helped 
them became fearful of the Japa- 
nese, the Americans were ordered 
away. 

The inability of two of the flyers 
to walk presented a problem that 
was solved by a “walking bed.” 
The natives fixed two litters and 
carried Hughes and Bordner to a 
neighboring village as Wallace 
limped behind. 

These litters were used in suc- 
cession by several village tribes 


guests. When strength finally re- 
turned to Hughes and Bordner, the 
trio set out across the mountainous 
island to forage for themselves 
and seek a possible means of 
escape. Sometimes they walked 
from sunrise to dark without food 
or water. They ate roots and grass 
to keep alive. 


Food for Only One, 


At one village in the interior 
they put up at the “house kiap” 
or guest house until the poorly 
provisioned natives practically 
were on the verge of starvation 
through feeding three extra 
mouths, 

They could feed one “master,” 
the “Number One Boy” of the vil- 
lage explained, but two “masters” 
must leave. Hughes and Bordner, 
both weakened from malaria, set 
forth. 


They found haven in the .“house 
kiap” of a friendly village four 
days’ travel away. The natives 
were friendly and had ample food 
to keep them, though it consisted 
of but. one dish—taro, an edible 
tuber—with an occasional banana. 
The natives faired a little better, 
in that they supplemented their 
own diet with rats, grasshoppers, 
grubs and snakes. 

“We went along with them on 
the snake meat,” Bordner said, 
“but the rats and the arn: 
pers were too much.” 


Villagers Move Away. 


Meantime, Wallace was having 
difficulties. He awoke one morn- 
ing to discover the population of 
his village had gone. They had 
exhausted the stock of their scant 
garden and apparently had mi- 
grated in search of food. 

His own garden planted in taro, 
or kau kau, a cousin to the sweet 
potato, was new and would not 
yield fom weeks. So Wallace ieft 
to search for Hughes and Berd- 
ner. En route, he was adopted into 
a small village where wild game 
was plentiful and accompanied the 
natives on a wild pig hunt. 

“The women carried all the food 
for the hunt,” Wallace related. 
“The men and dogs did the hunt- 
ing. The weapong were spears 


First day out, the hunters cap- 


in getting rid of the unwanted 


[tured two baby pigs. That was 


the day’s catch except for 930 
pounds of grubs collected from a 
decayed tree trunk. 

The next day they returned with 
three dead wild pigs, a singow or 
wallaby, a cassowary or giant non- 
flying bird, and a pigeon. 


“‘Here,’ I thought, ‘is where I 
cease being a vegetarian for a 
change and enjoy some fresh meat.’ 
But my expectations did not take 
into consideration a native custom. 


“On this particular’ island the 
hunter who bags the game does 
not enjoy the eating. Instead of 
keeping it for himself, he divides 
the kill and distributes it through- 
out the section to the neighboring 
tribes, 

“My reward for participating in 
the hunt was a very small piece 
of meat weighing three or four 
ounces at the most,” Wallace said. 

What was his loss, however, was 
Hughes’ and Bordner’s good for- 
tune. Some of the pig meat from 
the hunt reached their village.: The 
offering reached them on Christ- 
mas day. Their holiday dinner 
consisted of pork, taro and one 
banana each. Wallace, some miles 
away from them, Had for his 
Christmas feast just taro. 

The trio was separated four 
months, during which) time Wal- 
lace communicated with his friends 
but once. He wrote them a note, 
checking on the condition of their 
garden, on a slip of paper two 
en square. A native delivered 
a 

Later a message was sent to the 
men by an Australian who had 
evacuated his island home and 
had been “sought by Japanese 
trackers for 14 months. 

His note, also delivered by a 
native, read: 

“To the three airmen: I hear you 
are stranded. If you care to join 
me, I can arrange it. I have plenty 
of food and medicine. As soon as 
the northwest monsoons are over 
I plan to try reaching New Guinea 
by canoe. Cheerio and good luck.” 

It was signed, “John Stokie, Pri- 
a New. Guinea Volunteer Ri- 
fles.” 

Hughes and Bordner received 
the message Jan. 2 in their moun- 
tain retreat. Seven days later they 
set out to find Wallace, which they 
did on Jan, 31. 

A native guided them to Pvt. 
Stokie, who had set up camp on 
the beach and was busy fashioning 
an outrigger canoe for the con- 
templated sea voyage. He was wise 
in junglecraft from 16 years’ resi- 
dence in the islands. He had with 
him two native servants. 

Stokie also had a rifle and fish- 
ing tackle to enable him to spread 
a good jungle table. With good 
food, the Americans began to gain 
strength while their host’s two na- 
tives and their @wn native boy 
worked on the canoe. During the 
island sojourn Hughes gained two 
pounds, Wallace lost 12 and Bord- 
ner lost 15 pounds. 

Several days after joining the 
Australian on the beach, the 
Americans spotted in the dis- 
tance a United States B-24 Liber- 
ator on a reconnaissance flight. 
Frantic waving failed to attract the 
attention of the plane’s crew. 

The party gave up hope of 
being rescued from the air and 
agreed to depart in the outrigger 
in two weeks. Eleven days later, 
on March 17, another American 
plane flew over them, circled and 
passed back and forth several times 
at a very low altitude, 

The following day, a long-range 
heavy bomber repeated the’ per- 
formance. It dropped a note, ad- 
vising them to be ready for a 
getaway each night. As the bomber 
headed out to sea, the pilot flipped 
the plane’s wings up and down 
to signal an airman’s “okay.” 

Rescue Plane Lands, 


They kept a nightly vigil with 
one of the Americans or Stokie 
acting as lookout at all hours, On 
the night of March 24, a big Aus- 
tralian Catalina flying boat piloted 
by Squadron Leader Reginald Bur-/a 
rage glided into the dark cove. The 
rescue took place under conditions 
where the slightest bobble in plans 
might have brought hostile fire. 

Squadron Leader Burrage 
dropped float flares to pave the 
way for a smooth water landing. 
Getting into the plane was the next 
major problem for the excited 
quartet. The motors of the plane,

HICKEY CALLS FOR 
SENATE PASSAGE 
OF TEACHER BILL 


City’s Schools Suffering 
From Superannuation 
of Instructors, He As- 
serts. | | 


St. Louis schools are suffering 
from superannuation of teachers, 
Philip J. Hickey, Acting Superin- 
tendent of Instruction for the 
Board of Education, said yesterday 
in a statement urging passage of 


the St. Louis Teachers’ Retirement 
Bill, which has passed the Missouri 
House of Representatives and will 
‘be submitted next week to the 
State Senate. 

The greatest tragedy St. Louis 
schools could suffer, he said, would 
be the failure of that measure to 
meet approval of the Senate, for 
the “plain fact is that where the 
average age of St. Louis teachers 
is near 50 years, the average age 
of teachers in other large com- 
munities ig in the neighborhood of 
40 years.” 

Hickey declared it would be 
“unthinkable” to discharge elderly 
teachers without some form of re- 
tirement benefits. The publie 
would not countenance such a 
move, he said, nor would the 
school board. 

Yet to permit elderly teachers 
to continue their work in class 
rooms, he said, is “unfair, unjust 
and un-American,” in that children 
are denied vigorous leadership 
that could be supplied by a young- 
er teacher, and thus they lose their 
opportunity of receiving the best 
education possible. 

“The State Senate has within its 
power the opportunity to give St. . 
Louis the greatest boon that public 
education has ever enjoyed,” 
Hickey continued. “There can be 
no question that the children of 
St. Louis will forever be the losers 
if this legislation should fai] to 
pass or be sidetracked.” 

Reports from Jefferson City that 
opponents of the bill plan to saddle 
it with an amendment requiring 
that it be submitted to a popular 
vote of the people of St. Louis and 
thereby be delayed have worried 
Hickey. 

There are three possible solu 
tions, he pointed out, to the prob- 
lem of superannuation. Passage 
of the bill is one, he said. The 
others afe to forget all about it 
and let the older teachers continue 
to work beyond their period of 
vigorous leadership, or abandon 
conscience and “throw these faith- 
ful servants on the streets.” 


TNT PLANT REFUSE KILLING 
SPAWNING FISH, SAYS AGENT 


Thousands of fish leaving the 
Mississippi River and going up 
Dardenne Creek to spawn are be- 
ing killed, apparently by acid 
refuse dumped into the creek from 
the Weldon Spring Ordnance 
Works, State Wild Life Conserva- 
tion Agent Charles Horner report- 
ed yesterday after an inspection 
trip along the creek. 

Horner said he had observed 
an estimated 40,000 dead fish 
floating in a two-mile stretch of 
the creek. He said rough fish, 
including buffalo and carp, out- 
numbered such game fish as perch 
and bass among the victims. A 
large number of dead turtles and 
eels also were observed. R. A. 
Langenbacher, St. Louis County 
farm agent, accompanied Horner 
on the inspection trip. He said 
farmers were complaining that the 
acid in the creek water made their 
stock ill. 

The Weldon Spring plant is 
about 12 miles from the Missis- 
sippi. Commercial fishermen re- 
ported dead fish have been ob 
served drifting down stream as 
far as ~Grafton, Ill. Horner an- . 
nounced he would renew efforts 
to get the Atlas Powder Co., op- 
erator of the ordnance works, to 
run the acid refuse through a dis- 
posal plant erected when the 
ordnance works was built,

10 Enemy Craft Shot Down, One by Rich- 
mond Heights Flyer, in Assault on 
Air Base in China. 


By J. REILLY O’SULLIVAN 

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
ARMY AIR FORCE IN CHINA, 
April 30—(Delayed)—(AP).—Lieut. 
Bryon Gilmore of Highland, Kan., 
was identified today as a hero of 
the frustrated Japanese attack 
Wednesday on the headquarters 
base of the Fourteenth United 
States Army Air Force. . , 

A Warhawk fighter pilot, Gil- 
more made a one-man attack on a 
formation of 45 or more Japanese 
aircraft which he encountered 
heading for the base and radioed 
@ warning which enabled nine 
other Warhawks to _ intercept 
them. 

Ten Japanese planes were shot 
down and eight others were prob- 
ably destroyed. No American 
Planes were lost. Q . 

Gilmore spotted the flight, made 
up of 21 bombers and about 25 
fighters, while he was flying alone. 
| “I was flying over 25,000 feet 

with the Japs several thousand 
below me,” said Gilmore. “Diving 
on the bombers, I got on one’s tail 
and let go with the only three guns 
which were working. I got so 
close his propeller wash flopped 
me over on my back and I had 
to pull away to avoid a collision. 
Although the bomber didn’t go 
down, it apparently jettisoned its 
bombs. 


Attacked. by Zeros. P 
“A pack of Zeroes then attackéd 
me. One followeG me down, but 
I eluded him. After the bombing 
I followed them and radioed their 
position. I climbed up and at- 
tacked again, this time picking 
out two Zeros. As I started at the 
leader his wing man came at me. 
I shipped around and gave him a 
short burst, then stalled out.” 
The raiders were intercepted by 
the P-40s about 150 miles south of 
the airbase and the running fight 
lasted 20 minutes. 
- “Coming home we could navi- 
gate by the fires from the burn- 
ing Jap planes on the ground,” 
- gaid Capt. John Hampshire of 


a 
Grants Pass, Ore., who shot down 
two Zeros confirmed and probably 
got two other Zeros and two 
bombers. 

Hampshire, with 10 confirmed 
victories, is the leading ace in 
this theater. 3 

Maj. Edmund Goss ‘of Tampa, 
Fla., squadron commander, said 
when he sighted the Japanese 
they “looked like a bunch of ducks 
flying—black specks in the clouds. 
I pulled in behind, shot at one 
Zero, made a complete turn and 
let another one have it. I claim 
that one as a probable. Then I 
saw one cruising below me and 
I got him, following him down 
to the mountainside’ where he 
crashed.” 

This gave Goss a total of five 
confirmed victories.

One Zero was credited to Lieut. 
Charles Du Bois of Richmond 
Heights, Mo. 

(Lieut. Du Bois is the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Du Bois, 
7346 Hoover avenue, 
Heights.)

The bombing made shambles of 
adjacent Chinese villages and the 
civilian wounded filled the United 
States Army hospital. Many wom- 
en and children were killed.

Hugh S. Gibson Urges Peace Talks 
Now to Avoid Dangers of Armistice

Former Ambassador Says Allies Should Plan 
Postwar World While Held Together 
by Common Purpose. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP).— 
A suggestion that a peace confer- 
ence be called into being now 
rather than after the war to avoid 


a period of military armistice was 
made tonight by Hugh 8. Gibson, 
former United States Ambassador 
to Belgium and Brazil. 

Gibson «poke at the thirty-sev- 
enth annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Society of International Law. 
“The experience of the last peace 
seems to dispose of the argument 
that the armistice provides a cool- 
ing off period,” Gibson said, “Some 
proposals have been made for a 
longer armistice, perhaps of sev- 
eral years’ duration. In view of 
the demoralizing effect of an 
armistice of seven or eight months, 
I tremble to think of what would 


happen if the world was left in 
uncertainty 


for two or three 


years.” *

MRS, SIDNEY WEBB DIES

title of her husband when he was 
made the first Baron of Passfield 
in 1929, ‘died yesterday at her 
home in Liphook, Hampshire. She 
was 85 years old. 

With her husband, she had writ- 
ten a number of works on trade 
unionism, government and the co- 
operative movement, 

The contribution of the Webbs 
to the economicsthought of their

They spent a holiday in Soviet

‘ “Mien like yourselves,” he said, 
“who nmiust fee] that this war will 
be fought in vain unless we can 
win the peace, have a high duty to 
enter the forum of public opinion 
and make your influence felt.” 

Accepting this obligation for 
himself, Justice Roberts pleaded 
the cause of international co- 
eperation in a manner similar 
to that of Stringfellow Barr in the 
Post-Dispatch’s “What Are We 
Fighting For?” series. 


Sovereignty Issue. 

Like Barr, he held : if a 
League of Nations is to keep the 
peace, the member ‘nations must 
delegate to it some part of their 
national sovereignty, after the 
fashion of the delegation of powers 
by the American states to the Fed- 
eral Government. 

It has been objected, said the 
Justice, that the people of the)de- 
mocracies, and especialiy the og 
ple of the United States, would 
never gohsent to surrender any 
portion = of their national sover- 
eignty. 

“If this objection be valid,” he 
added, “that ends the discussion. 
We may as well then throw up our 
harids and let the world roll on 
into chaos. Unless the United 
States espouses, and promptly and 
Vigorously urges, a project of 
world organization, none such wil 
reach fruition.” 


Requisite Powers. 


. “The important r,” said 
Sustice Roberts, not how 
much but how little should, in 
the first instance, be delegated 
te any such (world) government. 
It would seem that a very simple 
bili of rights, a power to raise 
and support armies, a commerce 
power analogous to that exer- 
cised in the United States by the 


change, and a power to create a 
federal postal system would be 
essential, and that little, if any- 
thing, more should initially be 
attempted; perhaps not s0 
much.” 

Salient parts of Justice Roberts’ 
@peech were as follows: 

“In each of the two world wars 
our nt, responsive to the 
popular will, initially attempted to 
play the part of a neutral. In 


both cases our citizens have, after! 


serious and costly delay, discov- 
ered that the world’s business is 
our business; that we cannot erect 
@ wall and sit safely behind it while 
the flames of war rage beyond our 
borders; that we must act not only 
for the vindication of the prin- 
ciples to which our Government is 
Gedicated, but, from a merely self- 
ish point of view, we must defend 
the personal and economic free- 
g@om of our citizens or lose it. 
Isolation Impossible. 

“And so, tardily and unwillingly, 
the people of the United States 
heve been forced to throw the 
weight of their will and their re- 
sources to the support of the ef- 
forts of nations fighting to vindi- 
eate those principles for which we 
stand. I believe that we have come 
to realize that we cannot, as a 
mation, live in isolation; to under- 
stand that, if we are to have the 
essentials of our free democratic 
way of life, we must join other 
mations in means and methods to 
perpetuate world peace through 


world co-operation. 
“Our recent experience teaches 


that all the expedients to which 
the nations have turned are in- 
sufficient to keep the peace. We

“Our own national experience as 
a federation of independent sover- 
eigns seems to point to at* least. 
one avenue to be explored. Is it 
not plain that, so long as national 
sovereignty remains absolute, no 
means will exist for preventing 
the abnegation of the obligations 
of international good faith? Must 
there not be a fundamental frame- 
work of government to which the 
people of each constituent nation 
surrender such portion of their 
nation’s. sovereign prerogative as 
is essential to an international or- 
der; that each nation be bound by 
certain agreed rules so that no 
single nation, and no group of na- 
tions, can, for any reason, or for 
no reason, assert its or their un- 
bridled will by resort to arms? 


Challenge to Ingenuity. 


“What I read, and what I hear, 
leads me to believe that, amongst 
men of your background and train- 
ing, and, indeed, amongst the think- 
ing laymen of the United States, 
the overwhelming opinion is that 
some such organic and funda- 
mental law must be adopted if we 
are to. have world order and world 
peace. Men differ widely ag to the 
character of the structure and the 
powers to be conferred upon a 
supra-national government and the 
machinery by which those powers 
are to be implemented. These are 
matters in connection with which 
experts like yourselves can be of 
inestimable aid. The difficulties 
of framing such an organization 
admittedly are enormous. They 
challenge the best ingenuity and 
skill of the most expert. 


“Naturally there will be differ- 
ences as to detail. But it seems 
to me that there ought not to be 
much difference of view respecting 
certain fundamertal requirements. 
Supra-national law must be law af- 
fecting and binding individual 
citizens of the nations belonging to 
the supra-national government in 
the same sense that the law of the 
United States, consisting of the 
Constitution and the statues 
adopted pursuant to it, bind every 
citizen of the nation.

Support of the world co-operation principle 
ranged, in intensity, all the way from the 
fervor of Stringfellow Barr, who called for 
action comparable to that of the Founding 
Fathers of the American union, to the care- 
fully qualified approval of Robert Moses, who 
favored the “middle road” for the United 
States in world affairs. The nearest thing 
to a detailed blueprint of world organization 
came from Gov. Harold E. Stassen, who set 
out a seven-point program, including the 
creation of a world police force, for his pro- 
posed United Nations of the World. 


None Advocated Return 
to Prewar Isolationism. 


None advocated a return to the isolation- 
ism which controlled American policy after 
the first World War. 

The “Communist, ‘Robert Minor, spoke 
against ‘“‘planning,”’ in its generally accepted 
sense, before the war is won. He favored a 
union of,nations for collective security, but 
warned against any diversion of thought 
from the job of winning the war. 

Some of the articles were devoted wholly 
or in the main to the problems of postwar 
economie reconstruction, with special ref- 
erence to the domestic front. Opinion in this 
field ran the gamut of economic thought 
from the “rightist’’ position of Edgar M. 
Queeny, with his attack on the “‘pinksheets”’ 
of the “planners,’’ to the demand of Philip 
Murray for a planned economy, involving 
large-scale public works, to insure full em- 
ployment after the war. 

Somewhere between the schools of thought 
typified by Queeny and the CIO head was 
Eric Johnston, president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. On the large-public- 
works side of the debate was Stuart Chase, 
who quoted approvingly the view of Milo 
Perkins that the transcendent struggle of the 
times is ‘the long, long fight to make a mass- 
production economy work.”

The Right Rev. John A. Ryan, director of 
the Social Action Department of the Nationa) 
Catholic Welfare Conference, wrote of the 
ethical aspects of postwar reconstruction. He 
opposed positive punitive measures against 
whole populations, but spoke strongly for the 
imposition of the death penalty on the “most 
responsible” of the leading culprits in the 
group comprising Hitler, Mussolini and their 
chief associates, and the Japanese war lords. 


Msgr. Ryan on Ethics 
of Postwar Reconstriction. 


Monsignor Ryan wrote realistically of the 
problems that will be faced by any interna- 
tional organization in putting into practical 
effect the ‘Atlantic Charter’s declaration of 
the “right of all peoples’’ to choose their 
form of government. He foresaw cases where 
the best solution might lie in federation 
rather than political independence, and others 
in which a claim to independent statehood 
should not be allowed without preparatory 
training. 


A moral obligation, he held, rested on the 
nations of the world to form an effective 
union. He envisaged a league with legisla- 
tive and judicial powers and an international 
police force. The constituent states, he felt, 
were ethically obliged to surrender some de- 
gree of their anpependelips to a world or- 
ganization. 


Edna (Mrs. George) Gellhorn of St. Louis 
asked that ‘‘we the people” assume individual 
responsibility for the establishment of the 
Four Freedoms throughout the world. All 
of us today, she wrote, were paying the pen- 
alty for the “stupidity and apathy’ which 
had stood in the way of international co- 
operation in the past. 


Mrs. Gellhorn believed that the sovereign 
equality of peoples should be the first princi- 
ple of the political settlement after the war, 
and that in the economic sphere each nation 
should be permitted to choose its own type 
of internal organization. The United States, 
she said, should throw its power behind the 
cause of world co-operation. The goal could 
only be reached through concessions by this 
country, as by others, but it was a goal offer- 
ing “the minimum in sacrifice, in regimenta- 
tion of economy, in cost of military forces.’’ 

In the field of social welfare, there were 
new frontiers to be conquered, and those 
who would go forward should not be deterred 
by the “pat words’ used to cry down social 
reform. 


‘This Is Not War Alone; 
It Is Also Revolution.’ 


Bishop William Scarlett of St. Louis laid 
down the thesis that “this is not war alone; 
it is also revolution.” Everywhere, he said, 
men and women were in revolt against con- 
ditions which had become too hard to bear. 


Bishop Scarlett called for an international 
organization with police powers to establish 
collective security and with moral authority 
to deal with world economic problems. The 
arrangement must be universal, he said, and 
it could succeed only with the United States 
playing a full part. He urged that a central 
council of the United Nations be created now, 
“while the fife of war is still hot and in- 
terests and aims are more easily welded.”

Bills in Committees. 


Fate of the Pace bill is now in 
the hands of a Senate committee. 
The vetoed Bankhead measure re- 
mains lodged in a House commit- 
tee whose trigger-fingered mem- 
bers stand ready to send it back to 
the floor on sight of the white of 
John L, Lewis’ eyes or any crack 
in wage ceilings. 


Inability of administration sup-

The lobby is made 
up of what is getting to be known 
as the “Big Four”’—the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, the pow- 
erful core of the alliance; the Na- 
tional Council of Farmer Co-op- 
eratives and the National Milk 
Producers’ Federation, both of 
which represent marketing co-op- 
eratives often controlled by dis- 
tributors and processors; and the 
National Grange, oldest of the 
group and originally a secret 
fraternal organization. 


Usually Solid Front. 


On almost all issues they present 
a solid front. Their constant cry 
is for higher prices for farm prod- 
ucts instead of subsidies and in- 
centive payments, They are high- 
ly suspicious of organized labor, 
rail at Government “bureaucracy” 
and “dictatorship,” and they long 
have sought to clip the wings of 
the FSA, the one agency with the 
responsibility of protecting and 
rehabilitating small and marginal. 
farmers. 

Once the fair weather friend of 
the administration, the-farm lobby 
openly has declared battle against 
Roosevelt. Its effective machinery 
in Congress, the farm bloc, now 
consists of conservative Southern 
Democrats, whose main concern 
has been the preservation of King 
Cotton, and Middle Western Re- 
publicans, a political coalition 
that can do as much injury to the 
President’s chances of another 
term, should he choose to run, as 
the farmer-labor vote did “good” 
in helping elect him three times.

The 
poll indicated that of the 17.7 per 
cent that belong to the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, 30:2 per 
cent are high-income farmers and 
only 6.3 per cent low-income farm- 
ers. | 

Significant Fact. 

“It is significant,” said Fortune, 
“that less than 15 per cent of poor 
farmers belong to farm organiza- 
tions, against about 50 per cent of 
the well-to-do, Proponents of war- 
time subsidies to the small farm- 
ers have rough sledding as a re 
sult of this disproportionate repre- 
sentation.” 

The only large farm organiza- 
tion that speaks for the small 
farmer is the Farmers’ Union, 
which took root in Texas in 1902 
and is largely sectional in member- 
ship, its main strength being con- 
centrated in the wheat-growing 
states and the Southwest. It has 
allied itself with the administra- 
tion’s anti-inflation program. 


While the Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion clings tenaciously to scarcity 
price economics, the Farmers’ 
Union strives for a philosophy of 
abundance, It stresses the desir 
ability of the family-size farm 
rather than factory farming. It 
backs the FSA’s rehabilitation pro- 
gram to stabilize the small farm 
and to guarantee fair wages for 
farm labor, and it prefers incentive 
payments and production subsidies 
rather than high farm prices. It 
feels that prices should be frozen 
at 100 per cent of parity, not 110 
per cent as insisted upon by the 
Farm Bureau and the other large 
farm groups. 


Struggling Uphill. 


Leaders of the Farmers’ Union 
are struggling uphill. They regard 
the Agriculture Committees of the 
House and Senate as packed 
against them. 


Chairman of the House Appro- 
prigffons Committee is Missouri's 
Clarence Cannon, long a friend of 
the Farm Bureau. Representative

Labor’s Leaders or Its Enemies? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ABOR would do well to be warned of 

the dangerous corners into which un- 
scrupulous leaders, operating for selfish 
ends, may force it in these days of war. 
The coal strike engifieered by John L. 
Lewis is an example. Whichever way it 
may be settled, labor will be the loser. 

One of the freedoms for which millions 
of young Americans are risking their 
lives and their futures is the freedom of 
the American worker—for his right to 
earn a living and to bargain for a living 
wage. These milliong of young men de- 
mand no minimum pay, no extra money 
for overtime, no 40-hour week. All they 
ask is that we here at home keep the 
faith. And by this token, every Ameri- 
ean worker has a grave responsibility 
toward every American fighting man. If 
the workers fail in this responsibility, it 
is certain that the future will demand 
payment for this failure. 

The danger to labor is that, if it is 
led into sabotaging the American war 
effort, it will be playing into the hands 
of the most un-American group which 
exists on the American scene today. La- 
bor will, without meaning to do so, place 
in the hands of this anti-labor group for 
use against it a most powerful weapon 
the power of a united and aroused pub- 
lic opinion. This antagonism, once kin- 
died, may easily be fanned into a dev- 

flame. It can spread to the 
armed forces where men are facing 
graver issues than those involved in any 
Wage scale—issues of life and death. 
And here it may burn into a fire which 
could easily engulf all its gains. 

Labor is blind indeed if it believes no 
group exists which would like to kindle 
this fire of hate and then watch labor 
destroy itself. The group is small. It is 
Fascist in instinct and inclination, and 
it is not slow to strike. It will make the 
most of every incident such as the coal 
strike, and labor will do well to think 
long and hard before being drawn into 
more incidents from which it has little 
to gain and so much to lose.

dom to the point of rebellion in time of war, and 


if that is tolerated the state cannot live. The Presi- 
dent of the United States announces that he will 
make a brief but very important statement on the 
radio tonight. It will no doubt be an announce- 
ment of action, such drastic action as is demanded 
when the country is faced with civil war. 

We asked yesterday if John L. Lewis were insane 
because it is impossible to understand how ‘any man 
could crucify his country as he is doing unless ‘he 
were mentally deranged. We repeat the question 
and suggest that no man who is mentally deranged 
should be left at liberty to toy with the destiny of 
a nation at war. 

Lewis’ refusal to deal with the War Labor Board, 
as hundreds of other union leaders have done, and 
his refusal to heed the request of the President of 
the United States to call off the strike, constitute 
“a direct challenge to governmental power in war- 
time.” 

Does Lewis know the origin of the quoted phrase? 
To his everlasting shame, it is a phrase used by 
the Nippon Times of Tokyo, the organ of the Japa- 
nése Foreign Office. Today, Tojo, Hitler and Mus- 
solini welcome John L. Lewis as an ally. 

What infamy! If, from a strict legal point of 
view, John L. Lewis is not guilty of the ultimate 
crime of treason, he is guilty of treason in the 
larger sense of giving aid and comfort to the enemy. 

And what of the miners? Is it conceivable that 
600,000 men, mostly American citizens, many with 
sons and brothers in the service, are so wanting in 
patriotism that they would sell out their country 
for $2 a day? We cannot believe it. We believe 
they are simply following blindly and mistakenly a 
leadership whose madness they do not Ai under- 
stand, 

Price Administrator Prentiss Brown, who spoke 
on the radio Friday night in a vain attempt to stop 
the strike, said he recognized how strong are the 
claims of the coal miners. They are being victim- 
ized by price chiselers and black-market “crooks. 
The miners’ work is hard and dangerous. They 
live, many of them, in small, isolated communities 
and their world is composed of the coal company, 
on the one hand, and the union on the other. 

In many of these communities, they live in com- 
pany houses, buy in company ‘stores and worship in 
company churches. It is a kind of feudal setup. 
And to guard against what once were oppressive 
practices of the companies, they established their 
union and they are loyal to it. It is a form of re- 
ligion to them that, when John L. Lewis, issues an 
order, they instinctively obey. Moreover, if they 
disobey that union, which Lewis rules with a hand 
of iron, they can be cast out of it and deprived of 
the means of livelihood. 

To many of these men, living in so narrow a 
world and bound by such powerful loyalties, this is 
just another strike, such as have occurred in s0 
many springtimes when their contract expires. 
Many of them, we have no doubt, have yet to realize 
that it is not just another strike; rather, that they 
have been betrayed by a madman into an insurrec- 
tion against the state in time of war. 

If this strike is not settled at once, the wheels 
of American production will slow down and stop. 
It is only a matter of weeks before the great steel 
mills will have to close down and the railroads will 
have to stop running. That means paralysis of the 
war effort, as our boys face the enemy on a score 
of fronts throughout the world. 

If the miners do not understand that, they had 
better learn fast. If they do not know that by 
their loyalty to John L. Lewis, they have violated 
their loyalty to their country, they had better find 
out before it is too late. 

Meanwhile, the nation awaits the Message of the 
President, on whose shoulders John L, Lewis has 
placed this all but intolerable burden. 
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HOW THE MUSSOLINI BOYS ENJOYED CIVILIAN BOMBING. 

The Rome press approves of the Japanese example 
in executing American flyers on the pretext that 
they bombed civilians. One paper suggests that 
some of the enemy airmen recently shot down at 
Grossetto should be “summarily shot as murderers, 
as the only way of protecting the Italian civilian 
population.” 

In approving the Japs’ savage methods, the 
Italians are on singularly strange ground, for 
Mussolini's own sons have admitted bombing civil- 
fans, and expressed delight over doing so. Here 
are some extracts from Bruno Mussolini’s book, 
recommended to all, Italian schools, about the war 


in Ethiopia: 

We set fire to the wooded hills, to the fields 
and to the little villages. It was all most divert- 
ing. ... The bombs burst into white smoke and 
an enormous flame, and the dry grass began 
to burn. I thought of the animals; God, how 
they ran. ... After the bomb racks were empty, 
I began throwing bombs by hand. It was most 
amusing. ...A big stockade surrounded by tall 
trees was not easy to hit. I had to aim care- 
fully, and succeeded only at the third shot. 
The wretches inside jumped out and ran off 
like m 

We went to Dacue, where there was a market 
and a big crowd; we dropped a few bombs... . 
Surrounded by a circle of fire, about 5000 Abys- 
sinians came to a sticky end. It was like hell; 
the smoke rose to incredible heights and the 

_ flames reddened the setting sun... . After all, 
war is the most beautiful and perfect of sports. 


His brother Vittorio had never seen a good fire, 
and made up for this deprivation by dropping incen- 
diary bombs on the helpless Ethiopians. He wrote: 


I don’t think a more important reason ex- 
ted. ... We also carried grenades containing 
shrapnel. It was most entertaining work, and 
had a tragic but beautiful effect. . , , £ still 


_— 


remember the effect I produced om a small 
group of Galla tribesmen massed round a man 
in black clothes. I dropped an aerial torpedo 
right in the center, and the group opened up 
just like a flowering rose. It was most enter- 
taining. 

When Italian sadists are on the receiving end, 


they find bombing so entertaining. 
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MILE-BY-MILE PROTECTION FOR THE ATLANTIC. 

Bad news for Adolf Hitler’s undersea wolf packs 
comes in the announcement that the Western Allies 
now have enough planes and escort vessels to under- 
take an all-out patrol of the ship route between 
Canada and England. According to the statement 
from Ottawa, the collaboration of American, Cana- 
dian and British power will make it possible to 
guard “every mile of the route from North Amer- 
ica to Burope.” 

Experience has shown that when adequate es- 
corts are provided for merchant shipping, the losses 
from U-boat attack are reduced to zero, or close to 
it. This country has lagged in producing the es- 
cort vessels needed for such protection. The Tru- 
man committee, in reporting a loss of 12,000,000 
tons of Allied shipping in 1942, said recently: 

Some sinkings were unavoidable, but a large 
part of the loss would have been prevented had 
we had an early and large production of sub- 
chasers and destroyer escorts. Such losses will 
be prevented when more of such ships have 
been delivered and commissioned. 

The Ottawa announcement shows that produc- 
tion of these ships, and of patrol planes, has at 
last caught up with the emergency, so far as pro- 
viding protective and offensive facilities for the 
route to Europe: ig concerned. No such claim is 
made for the routes to North Africa and to Rus- 
sia’s Northern ports, so the job. of defeating, the 
U-boat is still far from complete. When Admiral 
Doenitz finds the going too tough on the America- 
to-England route, he will simply shift his U-boats 
to the less-protected ocean highways, and the sup- 
ply ships that ply them. 

Not until those other routes also have mile-by- 
mile protection, and until the U-boat bases and fac- 
tories are blasted to bits, will the battle against 
Hitler's No. 1 weapon be won, 
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BEATRICE WEBB. 

Beatrice Webb is dead at the age of 85. But her 
name, inextricably linked with that of her late hus- 
band, Sidney, must long remain an inspiration to 
all those who believe that while this is not the best 
of all possible worlds, it can be materially improved 
through orderly reform. 

Beatrice and Sidney Webb were the great Social- 
ists of England. They were the most vital figures 
in the Fabian Society which brought hundreds of

influential Englishmen and one crusty Irishman, 


George Bernard Shaw, to repudiate Victorian eco- 
nomics and politics. They deserve to be described 
as the parents of the Labor party—a peculiarly 
British organization for the advancement of Socialist 
dogma, , 

Beatrice Webb, however, was not doctrinaire. A 
woman of splendid background, her convictions were 
based on living conditions as she found them in 
London and other large cities. She was a practi- 
cal sociologist, and her books—written in collabora- 
tion with her husband—came out of her work, One 
of the latest of these joint enterprises was a monu- 
mental treatise on Soviet Russia, 

But her fame rests not on any analysis such as 
that, but on her unshakeable belief that the lot of 
the common man and the whole level of the com- 
munity can be raised through the legislative process.

WAR BONDS IN NORTH AFRICA. 
War bonds are being purchased not only on the 
home front; they are also in demand on the North 
African war front, or close to it. A recent issue of 
the Stars and Stripes, Army paper published at 
Algiers, says that “war bond sales have zoomed like 
a P-88 all over North Africa.” 
Purchasing methods have been simplified, 


and a 


great response has resulted. One bomber squadron | 


bought $90,000 worth of bonds in a few weeks, A 
troop carrier unit went over $90,000 in January. 
A corporal, it is reported, ducked three crap games 
and invested three-fourths of his month’s pay in 
bonds. The news article concludes: “All the boys 
are doing their bit in greasing the Axis for a fall. 
Even the soldiers in the hospitals are buying bonds 
from the chaplain who visits them. ...A good in- 
vestment, war bonds.” 

There is no time there for an intensive campaign 
such as the home front has just had, and nobody 
set any quotas for the fighting men. They are 
buying war bonds spontaneously, because of the 
patriotic desire to help the war effort and be- 
cause bonds are a good investment, which will supply 
a financial backlog for the day of demobilization. 

These men are serving their country well, many 
risking their lives to do so. Yet they do not hesitate 
to do even more by sending their money to support 
the war program. 

There is an object lesson in this for ys at home. 
Surely if our soldiers overseas are buying war 
bonds with such enthusiasm, we can keep right on 
buying them, even though the nationwide campaign 
is over,

Mass Murder of

HE suffering of the Jewish people in 
Europe is beyond anything the civilized 
imagination can picture. But the quan- 
+ tity of the evidence is so enormous, the 
sources are so varied and their correspond- 
ence in substance and import so close even 
in detail as to compel belief. 


The: long-drawn-out, relentless process of 
physical depletion through starvation, men- 
tal wrecking through torment and fear, 
and spiritual degradation through incred- 
ible brutaligation has culminated in a 
ferocious program of mass slaughter. 


The constant shifting of masses of peo- 
ple, incoming and outgoing at each concen- 
tration camp, makes a ghastly motidn pic- 
ture. Available figures, therefore, are in- 
complete and circumstantial, but those giv- 
en here have been carefully checked as to 
source so far as possible. The general pic- 
ture is clear. Arrest, concentration, depor- 
tation—preceded and attended by starva- 
tion and brutality—and final disappearance. 


Polish Ghettos Are Prisons. 


Ghettos were set up in a number of 
Polish cities. These ghettos are prisons 
and unbelievably overcrowded. Skilled la- 
borers adjudged essential to the Nazi econ- 
omy are permitted to work outside 10 hours 
a day for “the equivalent of 20 cents, but 
12 cents is deducted for the mid-day meal.” 


The New York Herald Tribune carried 
an April 11 Associated Press dispatch from 
London quoting the Polish Telegraph Agen- 
cy as saying that “the Germans had erased 
the Jewish ghetto at Krakow in a three- 
day massacre which started on March 13, 
and also had eliminated the ghetto in Lodz. 
The Lublin ghetto is reported empty.” 

In a note to the United Nations on Dec. 
10, 1942, the Polish Government said: “In 
recent months, persecutions have been di- 
rected with particular violence against the 
Jewish population, who have been subject- 
ed to new methods calculated to bring about 
the complete extermination of Jews, in con- 
formity with the public statements made by 
the leaders of Germany. 

“Mass murders of Jews reached such di- 
mensions that, at first, people refused to 
give credence to the reports. The reports, 
however, were confirmed again and again 
by reliable witnesses. 


Poison Gas and Electrocution. 


“At first the executions were carried out 
by shooting; subsequently, however, it is re- 
ported that the Germans applied poison gas, 
by means of which the Jewish population 
was exterminated in Chelm, or electrocu- 
tion, for Which a camp was organized in 
Belzec, where in March and April, 1942, the 
Jews from Lublin, Lwow and Kielce, amount- 
ing to tens of thousands, were exterminated. 


“Flying squads of German police entered 
the Warsaw ghetto, breaking into the houses 
in search of Jewish intellectuals. The bet- 
ter-dressed Jews found were killed on the 
spot, without the police troubling even to 
identify them. 


“On July 22, 1942, an order was sna 
for the removal of the entire Jewish pop- 
ulation of the Warsaw ghetto. The process 
of deportation was carried out with appall- 
ing brutality. Anyone attempting to escape 
or to hide was killed on the spot. Wives 
were torn from their husbands and children 
from their parents, Those who appeared 
frail were carried straight to the Jewish 
cemetery to be killed and buried there. 


“After the contingent was assembled, the 
people were packed forcibly into cattle 


trucks to the number of 120 in each truck,

which had room for 40. The trucks were 
then locked and sealed. The Jews were 
suffocating for lack of air. The floors of 
the trucks were covered with quicklime and 
chlorine, The traing were dispatched to 
what the reports describe as ‘extermination 
camps.’ It is reported that on arrival in 
camp the survivors were stripped naked 
and killed by various means, including 
poison gas and electrocution. The dead were 
interred in mass graves dug by machinery. 

“All the reports agree that the total num- 
ber killed runs into many hundreds of thou- 
sands of innocent victims—men, women and 
children—and that of the 3,130,000 Jews in 
Poland before the outbreak of war, over 
a third perished in the last three years.” 


Estimate of 2,000,000 Dead. 


Repetition of place names and figures 
numbs the imagination so that comprehen- 
sion and sympathy are constricted. But if, 
as has been roughly estimated, 2,000,000 of 
Europe’s Jews have perished, it means that 
one out of every three of the desperate souls 
driven along that dreadful road of slow 
starvation and breaking spirit has reached 
the end of endurance, , 


It may have come in short, swift terror 
from a Gestapo revolver, as it did to a 
child fleeing from the Warsaw ghetto. Or 
in lewd humiliation, as it did to two well- 
dressed women dragged from the street to 
.the ghetto, forced to undress, and shot. All 
suffer anguished slow draining of the res- 
ervoir of being. 


An eye-witness brought this report to 
London: “A particularly tragic problem is 
the children of the ghetto. Thousands of 
children whose parents had died roamed 
the ghetto streets, and were hunted down 
and killed like beasts. About 150 Jewish 
children escaped and are now roaming the 
streets outside the ghetto, begging in the 
houses of Poles. I saw some of these chil- 
dren. I shall never forget them. They look 
less human than little monsters—dirty, 
ragged, with eyes that will haunt me for- 
ever—eyes of little beasts in the last an- 
guish of death.” 


Appeal ‘of Church Councils. 


A statement adopted by the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches on March 16 said, in part: 

“We urge Christian people throughout the 
country to give their moral support to 
whatever measures afford promise of rescu- 
ing European Jews whose lives are in 
jeopardy. We appeal to our Government 
to give full consideration to the following 
proposals: 

“To offer financial assistance for the sup- 
port of refugees that neutral governments 
may receive from areas under Nazi control, 
with the expectation that, after the war, 
such refugees would be repatriated. 


“To provide places of temporary asylum 
to which refugees whom it may be possible 
to evacuate from European countries may 
be removed, these’ refugees to be supported 
in camps for the duration of the war, with 
the understanding that they will then be 
repatriated or be provMied with permanent 
homes in other ways.” :

How Big Ships Are Salvaged, 
As Told by a Marine Expert 


‘“Fathoms Below,” by Frank Meter. (B. FP. Duties 

& Co., New York.) 

UT of the present war will come the 

greatest marine salvage dramas the 
world has ever known, Huge battleships 
will be raised from the bottom of the sea, 
if not to fight again, at least to be con- 
verted into scrap metal. — 

This conviction is inescapable after read- 
ing Frank Meier’s fascinating chapter about 
the raising of the scuttled German battle- 
ships at Scapa Flow, in his story of great 
salvage ventures from the early sailing 
ships to the Normandie, the;su 
now buried in slime and mud at her pier 
in New York Harbor. 

o « 

When United States Army Engineers went 
to work in 1910 to float the battleship 
Maine, sunk by an explosion in Havana 
harbor in 1898, tow her out to deep water 
and sink her again, they set the stage for 
future operations of an imposing nature. 
The raising of the Maine was a big job, but 
nothing compared to the task of salvaging 
74 warships the Germans sent to the bot- 
tom at the end of World W Of the 
74 fighting ships, 11 were huge Dattleships, 
five battle cruisers, eight scout cruisers and 
50 submarines. 

Both the sinking and the salvaging of 
the German fleet read like fiction. A new 
record of gullibility was recorded when the 
British agreed to permit none of their sea- 
men on board the enemy ships after the 
German surrender, and the watching Eng- 
lish fleet put out to sea for torpedo prac- 
tice the day of the scuttling. 

The treachery of the Germans, however, 
did have one compensation; they were com- 
pelied to hand over. one of the finest float- 
ing docks in the world. It-was with this 
that E. F. Cox, an English salvage expert, 
decided he could float many of the battle 
ships. He brought his first destroyer to 
the surface in six weeks. Later he aver- 
aged two destroyers a week. When he be- 
came wealthy and retired, his successors 
continued to raise some of the larger ships 
as late as 1938. In all, 32 warships, some 
of the largest type, were raised and broken 
up for scrap. 


The story of marine salvage is not com- 
plete without an account of the recovery of 
cargoes of gold and silver bullion from un- 
dersea wrecks. Gold bars valued at $10, 
000,000 were taken from the trans-Pacific 
liner Niagara, sunk in 1940, in 425 feet of 
water off New Zealand. The most modern 
diving equipment was needed to work at 
such a depth. The British steamer Egypt 
gave up $5,000,000 in bullion to a salvage 
crew. Divers had to battle an octopus to 
recover a million-dollar cargo of silver bars 
from a wreck off the coast of South Amer- 
ica, 

When Frank Meier writes of marine sal- 
vage, he writes as a professional diver and 
salvage expert himself. He raised the St. 
Paul after she capsized at her pier in a 
almost exactly as the Normandie did

Herrick, at the request of fornier 

Clemenceau, twice used 
the immunity of diplomatic pouch- 
es to get American insulin for the 
ailing Clemenceau. France at that 
time prohibited the importation of 
insulin. , 


Herrick, once Governor of Ohio, 
was appointed Ambassador to 
France by Taft in February, 1912, 
and stayed there under ‘Wilson 
until December, 1914. He returned 
to Paris in July, 1921, as President 
Warren Harding’s ambassador, and 
died at the embassy on Easter, 
March 31, 1929—just five days after 
he marched in the long funeral 
a of his friend, Marshal 


Tells of McKinley Visit. 
Relating the McKinley visit to 
him here in September, 1898, Her- 
rick wrote that he and McKinley 
were walking on a terrace at 
Herrick’s home one evening when 
the President's attention was at- 
tracted by a member of a detail 
of. special officers Herrick had 
Placed about the premises while 
McKinley was there. (At that 
time Secret Service men did not 
accompany the President.) 


“McKinley placed his hand on 
my shoulder, and said to me, ‘This 
is very sweet of you, but if any 
man has it in his heart and mind 
to kill me, he will find an oppor- 
tunity to do so, and nothing can. 
stop him.’ 

“After walking for a time he sud- 
denly stopped, faced me, and tak- 
ing his cigar from his mouth, said, 
After all, if that were to happen 
now while the whole country is 
with me (the Spanish-American 
war had just ended), my name 
and fame would be greater than 
if I were to finish my term of 
office in the usual way. Take 
the case of Lincoln. 


“"When he died he had prac- 
tically completed his work. His 
great accomplishments had _ si- 
lenced his traducers and the whole 
_fountry was with him. Had he 
~ Viwed longer partisan politics would 
have come into active play again. 

.. Garfield died a martyr, yet 
he was on the verge of difficul- 
ties that might have disrupted his 
party and which threatened the 
success of his administration.’ 


Preferred Less Fame. 


“Then as he turned to resume 
. the walk, he said: 

“"“However, I would prefer to 
take my chances—I do not want to 
go that way. I would rather have,’ 
he said laughingly, ‘more fun and 

Jess fame. Life seems rather good 
pow.” 

Herrick saved the letters he re- 
ceived, as well as those he wrote. 
After Taft won the 1912 Repub- 
lican nomination and before The-, 
edore Roosevelt bolted and orga- 
nized the Bull Moose party, Taft 
thanked Herrick for his congratu- 
lations and added: 

“It was a great victory to keep

controlling people by demagogical 
arguments, and he seems now ut- 
terly without any scruple as to the 
kind of arguments he uses.” 


Wilson an ‘Opportunist.’ 

In December, 1914, Taft wrote: 
“I have been entirely friendly to 
Mr. Wilson, and much preferred 
his election to the election of 
Roosevelt as a candidate of the 
Republican party, because I 
thought the latter would be full of 
geal danger to the country. ... 

“Wilson, it seems to me, has 
proved to be an opportunist of 
the most pronounced character. He 
is as full of platitudes as Roose- 
velt, and much more quiet in his 
ways of working politics, but he 
works politics every minute. . . °. 

am greatly alarmed lest we

and Wilson knuckling to the trades 
unions . .. I don’t know what 
ig going to happen. . 

“My own judgment is that Wil- 

son’s defeat in 1916 is as reason- 
ably probable as any political event 
can be. The people of the country 
have turned their noses in that 
direction...” 
Wilson was re-elected, but the 
1916 race with Republican Charles 
E. Hughes was so close that many 
thought—until California returns 
became known—that the Democrat 
had been unseated. 

Though Taft and ‘Theodore 
Roosevelt were not friendly, Her- 
rick maintained good personal re- 
lations with both. “How I wish 
you were at the head of affairs 
in Washington at this time!” 
Roosevelt wrote to the ambassador 
in December, 1914. “The conduct 
of foreign affairs has been piti- 
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ful.” 


Roosevelt on Wilson. 


The following October, Theodore 
Roosevelt wrote again. 

“Good Lord, what a creature 
Wilson is!” he exclaimed to Her- 
rick: “Now he has eaten his own 
words and come out for national 
defense. .... I shall back him 
heartily in his new position, but 
it does not represent any convic- 
tion on his part except the convic- 
tion that it will meet his personal 
political advantage to make the 
change.” 

Herrick attempted in the sum 
mer of 1913 ‘to arrange ad Carne 
visits between Wilson and Presi- 
dent Poincare of France, but Wil- 
son wrote Herrick on July 25, 
1913: 

“- © « « £ Gare not @ ise I 
could return the visit. I think the 
people of the United States are 
very jealous of having their Pres- 
ident go far from his post at 

Washington or disengage himself 
for any length of time from du- 
ties which, as I now perceive, 
have no intervals and no end... 

Two months later, Wilson in- 
sisted “....I dare not say that 
it would be possible for me, while 
I am president, to leave the 
United States. Indeed, I know it 
would not be.” 

Wilson eventually changed his 
mind—after the war—to go to the 
European peace conference.. 


Insulin Conspiracy. 


The ambassador did not lack a 
sense of humor, and he must have 
grinned at the insulin conspiracy. 

The ambassador's secretary, G. 
Harlan Miller, wrote to F. Lammot 
Belin of the State Department on 
March 2, 1926, that “the ambas- 
sador has just requested me to 
ask you to join a conspiracy, the 
object of which will be the ‘viola- 
tion of the French customs reg- 
ulations. The other conspirators 
are Ex-Premier Clemenceau and 
the ambassador.” \ 

Fifty phials of American insulin 
accordingly arrived in a diplomatic 
pouch, at a’cost of $42.50, and M. 
Clemenceau expressed a thought 
that Herrick could not be rewarded 
enough “either in this world or 
the other.” 

With French authorities _ still 
prohibiting import of insulin, Cle- 
menceau wrote on Dec. 23, 1926, 
“the American insulin has done me 
so much good that I wowld like 
another box. May I apply to the 
American nospital, or must I an- 
ney you once more with this mat- 
og PP 


An identical contingent of insulin 
arrived soon in the diplomatic 
pouch, and Clemenceau wrote in 
February “I* have received the 
small box of American insulin and 
I hasten to thank you for it kindly. 
But I cannot accept a present, the 
effect of which might be to put 
President Coolidge in grave finan- 
cial difficulties. I therefore pray 
you to do me the favor to send 
me the bill as soon as it appears 
to your view. All my gratitude in 
advance.” : 

Mr. Coolidge, of course, had no 
connection with the insulin episode, 
but his reputation as a frugal man 
was not confined to the United 
States.

As Yanks Cheer 


Three Waves of Planes| 
Strike at German 
Lines — Allies Rip- 
ping Supply Lines.

HE other day American troops 
Ts the front lines received the 
best efitertainment they have 
had since they have been at the 
front. Stukas came over and pro- 
ceeded to do their stuff on the Ger- 
man front lines. They made 
screaming dives in three successive 
waves, bombing their own troops, 
and the fourth wave of Stukas 
dropped its bombs in a vacant val- 
ley while the American soldiers 

cheered. 

“The glee with which the men 

told me about it made me feel that 
there was a sort of poetic justice 
about it all,” an American officer 
just returned from the front re- 
marked as he told the story. 
- Allied air actions against Axis 
shipping yesterday which resulted 
in the destruction of two enemy 
destroyers and three shifs and di- 
rect hits on a light cruiser and 
bomb hits on other vessels indi- 
cate that the enemy is making 
strenuous efforts to get supplies 
and replacements across the Medi- 
terranean. 

According to Air Force reports 
the Axis has pressed all kinds of 
ships into service. Axis air cover 
over its shipping does nvt appear 
to have interfered effectively with 
the Allied Air Force’s attempt to 
break up thé enemy's flow of sup- 
plies to Tunisia — supplies which 
the Axis must get across the water 
if it is to, hold out any length of 
time on the Tunisian tip. 

Although when the weather is 
bad — as it is now tn Northern 
Tunisia — it rains just as much 
on the Axis as on the Allies, it 
favors the enemy in two ways: 
first, the Allies cannot make the 
most of their superior air stréngth, 
whereas cloud cover enables the 
Luftwaffe to go out with less risk 
than. in a clear sky; second, 
muddy, slippery terrain impedes 
attacking troops more than de- 
fending troops. 

It might be added that low 
clouds and moonless nights also 
favor enemy sea and air convoys 
across the Sicilian narrows. — 

The Allies are fighting terrain 
as well as the Axis in Northern 
Tunisia. The American Second 
Corps, whose job has been and con- 
tinues to be to take one hill and 
then another and another after 
that, has a phrase for this kind of 
slow and difficult advance, “Djebel 
trouble.” Similarly, a British Eighth 
Army officer was heard to re 
mark, “this is the most untidy 
country.” 


GIRAUD BARS ALGIERS PARADE

ALGIERS, May 1 (AP).—Gen. 
Henri Giraud called on French 
kers in a May Day address to- 
ht to put everything into the 
war effort and he promised them 
restoration of labor liberties and 
an early and total victory over the 
Axis.

Interpreting the War News

USSIA reclaimed the war spotlight last week, alike in the political 


arena and the field of battle. 


which emphasized the continuing stresses against Allied unity and 
mutual trust, her severance of relations with the Polish Govern- 
ment-in-exile. She closed it, however, on a note of high reassurance, 
Joseph Stalin’s May day declaration of solidarity with America and 


Britain. 


The news from Tunisia lost some 
of its dramatic appeal as the Allied 
drive on Tunis and Bizerte slowed 
almost to a halt, but strong inti- 
mations were given that on the 
great Russian battlefront the major 
campaigns of. 1943 already have 
been inaugurated with a Red Army 
drive in the western Caucasus. 

Giarded statements in America 
and Britain encouraged belief that 
the Battle of. the Atlantic, still 
short of itg crisis, at least had not 
turned against the Allies. They 
strengthened the hope that it will 
be possible ot deliver in the Afri- 
can-European theater such an out- 
pouring of American manpower 
and the products of American war 
production as to permit the grand 
assault of Hitler’s Europe he begin 
this year. 

Other fronts simmered in rela- 
tive inactivity. Altogether it was 
not a bad week for the United Na- 
tions although it brought rude re- 
minders that the road to victory 
abounds in tremendous obstacles. 
It indicated that the clearing of 
Tunisia may be long and costly. It 
showed that there must be con- 
stant vigilance against Axis at- 
tempts to breach the common 
front of the -alliance. It brought 
fresh evidence that Hitler is mus- 
tering all his resoures for titanic 
blows on land and sea in his éf- 
forts to avert destruction. 


Polish Incident. 


German propaganda scored a 
major success last Sunday when 
its story of the so-called Katyn 
Forest murders led to the Polish 
Russian breach, Relations between 
Moscow and the Polish government 
in London had been growing worse 
for months when Goebbels broad- 
cast, three wéeks ago, the asser- 
tion that the Germans had found 
in Katyn Forest, near Smolensk, 
the graves of 10,000 Polish offi- 
cers whom the Germans said the 
Russians had taken prisoners in 
1939 and later killed. 

The Poles published a declara- 
tion that they had been trying for 
months to learn from Moscow the 
fate of. 15,300 Poles—officers, sol- 
diers and civilians—captured in 
1939 and not seen since. They 
then asked the International Red 
Cross to investigate the German 
story of Katyn, The upshot was 
a bitter note in which the Soviet 
Government charged the Poles 
with conniving in the spréad of 
German propaganda and declared 
relations severed, 

There followed a week of anx- 
ious efforts, in which the highest 
authorities of the American and 
British governments joined, to heal 
this breach in the Allied front. The 
Poles, after dssuing a statement 
that disclaimed any unfriendly in- 
tent toward Russia, announced late 
in the week that they considered 
their request for a Red Cross in- 
vestigation to have lapsedX From’ 
Moscow, however, came little en- 
couragement until Stalin, in his 
May Day Order of the Day, paid 
tribute to “the gallant Anglo- 
American air force” for its blows 
against Germany, expressed confi- 
dence that a second front was com- 
ing and bitterly derided Hitler’s 
“babble of peace.” 

Stalin Optimistic. 

All in all, it went beyond any- 
thing Stalin had said before’ in 
praise of the Allies; it was his 
most optimistic statement on the 
war outlook, his most vigorous 
declaration of Russia’s determina- 
tion to fight to the end in solidari- 
ty with the other United Nations. 

What Russia apparently was try- 
ing to tell her associates through 
her declarations of this week-long 
crisis was that while she insisted 
that her position as the dominant 
power of Eastern Europe must not 
be challenged, she wag determined 


Nazis call the New Order in Europe 


She began the week with an act 


to fight until Hitler was destroyed. 

Evidence that major operations 
were being resumed on the Rus- 
sian front came chiefly from the 
Germans, who insisted that the 
Red Army had thrown at least 10 
divisions into the drive to\wipe out 
the narrow bridgehead the Axis re- 
tained in the Western Caucasus 
after the great retreats of the win- 
ter. Moscow remained reticent, 
according to its habit of withhold- 
ing announcement of its offensives 
until success is in sight. But it 
did report heavy air fighting over 
this sector and “several key enemy 
positions” taken. 

The Russians expressed confi- 
dence in their reserves in men and 
weapons, the latter swelled by a 
rising flood of shipments from the 
United States and Britain. 


Battle of Tunisia. 


Fighting desperately to give 
their Fuehrer a few more weeks— 
which may be used for one titanic 
blow at  Russia—the German 
armies of Tunisia struck back 
against the Allied armies besieging 
their bridgehead on such a scale 
that dispatches referred to a coun- 
teroffensive. a 

The British - American -¥French 
push toward Bizerte and Tunis 
made good progress early in the 
week. The perimeter of Axis de- 
fenses, some 140 miles long when 
this phase began two weeks ago, 
was slowly whittled down. The 
British First Army reached the 
final crests before which the moun- 
tains fall away into the plain of 
Tunis, only 20 miles away. The 
Americans drove to within a like 
distance of Bizerte. But then be- 
gan a series of desperate counter- 
attacks which compelled the Brit- 
ish to relinquish their most ad- 
vanced gains and brought on the’ 
bloodiest fighting of the campaign. 
The British Eighth Army in the 
south was held to almost no prog- 
ress in the week. 

The Germans and Italians 
showed no evidence of impending 
collapse. It was apparent that 
they still were receiving reinforce- 
ments and supplies across the 
Sicilian narrows despite a terrible 
toll exacted from their air trans- 
port fleets and surface shipping. |- 
Allied planes continued to rule the 
skies, sinking or damaging at 
least eight Axis vessels on Friday 
while an announcement that Brit- 
ish, submarines had sunk 10 more 
ships emphasized Allied superior- 
ity at sea. 


‘U-Boat Is Losing.’ 

Admiral Harold R. Stark, com- 
manding American naval forces in 
European waters, gave the most 
encouraging returns on the battle 
of the Atlantic when he said “the 
U-boat is fighting a losing battle.” 
Supporting this was a statement 
by Secretary of the Navy Knox 
Ythat Allied losses to the U-boats 
for April were “much lower” than 
for March, although he warned 
against accepting this as a definite 
trend. But there was general 
agreement that the crisis was 
ahead, in the long days of summer, 
and it remained to be seen how 
far the U-boats could achieve the 
mission Hitler has given them, 
prevention of the invasion of a 
rope. 

Hitler’s preparations against that 
blow were carried forward in the 
continuing series of meetings with 
his satellites, Pavelic of Croatia 
and Laval of France being the 
week’s addition to the list.

For the first time, there is men- 
tion of the blows being struck 
simultaneously from the edst and 
west as “one joint blow,” which 
Stalin said had altered the whole 
course of the war. Crushing raids 
by the “valiant Anglo-American air 
force” foretell, the order said, the 
formation of a second front in 
Europe. 


Stalin warned again that - the 
Nazis were not yet beaten, that 
defeat would require “two or 
three” drives from both the east 
and west as powerful as those of 
the Red Army during last winter. 
Then, with significance parallel to 
the Casablanca conference, Stalin 
said, it was now clear that only the 
“utter routing of the German 
Army and unconditional surrender 
of Hitlerite Germany” could bring 
peace to Europe.

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HOW WE BOMBED TOKYO 


Lieut. McClure Describes Slow, Painful Trip 
by Litter and Boat to Chinese Hospital, 
and Care Along the Way. 


The Post-Lispatch today presents the sizth installment of the first 
detailed eyewitness story of the bombing of Tokyo April 18, 1942. The 
author is Lieut.

SACRAMENTO, Cal. May 1. 


HE first stage of our trip across China ended at a large house 


occupied by Chinese guerrillas. 


They were a capable looking lot. 


Most of them were young and all kept their weapons handy. 


They must have felt there was 

danger of meeting Japanese some- 
where along the way. When we! 
started again it was a trot, which 
made it still tougher on us; the in- 
jured crew of the B-25 bomber that 
had crashed the evening before 
after bombing Tokyo. We were 
accompanied by a detail of young 
soldiers wearing shorts, 
I must be vague as to actual dis- 
tances and topographical features 
in order to protect those fine 
people who did so much for us. 
Specific names or even descrip- 
tions might bring Japanese retal- 
iation on them, 

We soon came to a small town 
where we were put, litters and all, 
onto a boat resting on «a 
watercourse. The boat was about 
12x5 feet and was propelled by a 
single man with a pole, 

He must have enjoyed his promi- 
nence. As we went along people 
would gather on the banks or the 
dnfrequent bridges and kid him (so 
it seemed). He would shout back 
and point to us, probably identify- 
ing us. 

In the afternoon, the boat halted 
and we in the litters were carried 
again by coolies. At this point the 
bearers and the escort were doubly 
alert. The coolies marched a part 
of the time on top of a dike, then 
dodged below it to walk in rice 
paddies. Scouts were seen along 
the high places, concealing them- 
selves from observation by a pos- 
sible foe in the other direction. 

Our next stop was at a small 
bamboo hut, where for the first 
time we were offered food. I 
couldn’t eat ang; Chinese food and 
cooking are different and I didn’t 
seem able to swallow it. When we 
started again it was a trot. 

Nearby was more water and we 
were put on one of several junks. 
There was some talk here, which 
we could only partly understand, 
about Japanese patrols and we 
were concealed under something 
like an awning on the deck. 

On this craft we journeyed 
slowly under sai] until about mid- 
night. We came to a town and 
halted. The crew cooked something 
on a tiny stove and offered it to 
us, but again I couldn’t eat. We 
sent the corporal (Thatcher) out 
with a $5 bill to find something 
palatable, but he came back empty 
handed. He said our kind of 
money was no good locally, a sur- 
prise to us. Then he tried again 
and came back with some rice and 
egg; even that I couldn’t bring 
myself to swallow. 

The next day we proceeded to a 
camp first aid station that was 
well concealed. There was atill no 
good interpreter and I tried to ex- 
plain by sign language and the 
breaking of a straw the condition 
of my shoulders. I don’t know if 
the Chinese understood or not; 
they were always so polite they 
would invariably agree with you 
anyway. 

At this point, we were transfered 
to litters of a primitive type and 


halt. I finally had to drag my feet 
on the ground to get them to stop. 
They looked at me ig if I were 
crazy, but let me down for a short 
rest. 
Our next stop was at an aid sta- 
tion, where we were given some 
real service. We had baths, which 
built up our morale a little al- 
though we, particularly Lieut, 
Lawson and I, were suffering ter- 
ribly. The hot water helped «a 
wound on my right ankle that 
had been attacked by some sort 
of man-eating bug and had be 
come infected, 

I was almost unembarrassed 
when the nurses at the place 
walked in while I was having the 


tiny | bath. We were given some heavy 


blankets, which we needed. But I 
didn’t get much rest. I still had 
to sit most of the time with my 
hands on my knees and I seemed 
to be forever developing new 
pains. 

Here a Chinese doctor (name 
deleted) met us and helped with 
the dressing of our wounds. He ac- 
compained us through the next 
stage by litter, which was a long 
one over rugged terrain. The lit- 
ters were better, but at one point 
they had to be taken up a steep 
place almost like steps. Four or 
five men were assigned to a litter 
here, but I was in deathly fear 
they would drop me, 

It was almost an obsession. I 
felt that a drop might make an 
open break in a shoulder, and that 
germs would get in and cause in- 
fection. China, with its agricul- 
tural methods, is a favorable 
breeding ground for microbes. No 
American dare eat raw vegetables 
there or drink unboiled water. 

At the top of a ridge we halted 
for tea and were offered—of all 
things'— cookies. This homelike 
touch was another morale builder 
as well as a hunger killer. I en- 
joyed them. 

The atmosphere of caution 
against Japanese observation was 
relaxed a little as we went along, 
but was never entirely absent. It 
was astonishing to me how good 
the Chinese grapevine communica- 
tion system was. They seemed to 
know the next Japanese move. It 
was great luck that directed us 
into their keeping. ; 

At one place on our trip, there 
was a military touch that showed 
the close co-operation of our two 
nations. In the street before the 
courtyard entrance of the building 
in which we stopped, a detail of 
soldiers was drawn up. 

As we were carried out, one by 
one, the detail was called sharply 
to attention, then to present arma. 
For each of ug the ceremony was 
repeated, the soldiers being put at 
ease between times. 

Prominent everywhere were the 
kids, many of them in Boy Scout 
attire. They watched silently 
and almost motionlessly. 

But to go on with the march. In 
the afternoon it was downhill, and 
so on into the night. It was near- 
ly midnight when we reached a

From Harvard Experimental Class 


To Develop Better Labor Leaders 


Men Carried Heavy

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 1 
(AP).—Harvard University gradu- 
ates its first class of labor lead- 
‘ers this month, a new milestone 
in its long history, with both the 
labor men and their professors 
expressing the hope that the ex- 
periment will find favor with 


‘unions and universities throughout 
the country. 

Fourteen representatives from 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations came to Harvard 
last fall on scholarships designed 
to. return them to their unions as 
“better labor leaders.” 

They came from Iowa, Ohio, 
New York, Wisconsin, Massachu- 
setts, Pennsylvania and Washing- 
ton, D. C. They represented 
unions of garment, hosiery, hat, 
cap, millinery, radio, machine, elec- 
trical, woolen and worsted work- 
ers, painters, glaziers and railway 
clerks. 

They ate, lived, and studied on 
equa] terms at the world's richest 
university with “the bosses’ sons,” 
and that, the labor fellows said, 
was an education in itself. 

As one union nian put it, “Har- 
vard students were better teachers 
than the professors and books be- 
cause they gave us an insight into 
how poppa’s mind works.” He said 
the good-natured joshing between 
the labor men and students evi- 
denced a friendly give-and-take 
spirit by which each came to 
learn and respect the other fel- 
low's viewpoint. 


Picked for Ability; Not Schooling. 


When Harvard invited the 
unions to join the experiment, it 
asked the unions to select the men 
to be trained on a basis of “gen- 
eral intelligence, capacity for 
leadership and devotion to the 
labor movement,” rather than past 
schooling. The university said it 
was not interested in training 
union men who would “use the 
fellowship as a stepping stone to 
leave labor.” 

The result was a group of men 
whose educational backgrounds 
ranged from leaving school at the 
age of 12 to a master’s degree in 
law. 

The average age was 27%, the 
oldest was 39. All but one were 
married. Harvard paid half the 
tuition fee with the other half 
coming from the unions. In vary- 
ing amounts, the unions also sub- 
sidized the living costs of their 
representatives. 

All of the labor fellows said, 
however, that they had made per- 
sonal financial sacrifices. In some 
cases the wives went to work to 
support their husbands through 
school. 

Good Scholarship Marks. 

From the instruction side, the 
professors saw as a real compli- 
ment to the labor fellows, the fact 
that, after being out of school for 
years and with some of them lack- 
ing even a high school education, 
they could undertake a course of 
study heavier than is carried by 
the average university student and 
come out with a scholastic record 
that compared favorably with the 
boss's son. 

The labor fellows took three 
principal courses, “economic anal- 
ysis,” “trade union problems and 
policies,” and “human problems of 
administration.” They participated 
also in.a seminar on “the econom- 
ics of collective bargaining,” took 
six weeks of a course on “man- 
agement controls,” carried a heavy 
, burden of outside reading and 
prepared a research thesis on a 
topic of interest to the indivdual 
and his union. 

Weekly dinners and roundtable 
discussions were held with leaders 
from the industrial, business, edu- 
cational and labor world. All talk 
was strictly off the record s0 
everyone would be free to take 
down his hair.

delegated powers. Equally plain is 
the necessity for an executive to 
administer the laws and see to 
their enforcement. And under that 
executive there must be an inde- 
pendent police to effectuate the 
legislative policy and the executive 
action pursuant to it. 

“Lastly, there must be a judici- 
ary to which disputes between the 
citizens and the supra-national 
government, between citizens and 
any nation a party to that govern- 
ment, and between nations, must 
be submitted for adjudication. 

“These three instrumentalities 
are essential if we are to avoid the 
weakness and inefficiencies of all 
prior forms of international co-op- 
eration. Treaties, league cove- 
nants, and agreements which may 
be repudiated at the wish or whim 
of any nation party to them leaves 
the adherents to the compact little 
or no power to compel recusant 
signatories to comply with their 
undertakings. And a World Court 
whose jurisdiction can only be in- 
voked by willing nations is help- 
ess to prevent such violation of 
plighted faith. 

“Given adherence to the funda- 
mental propositions I have stated, 
I have enough confidence in the 
intelligence of mankind to believe 
that a convention of delegates from 
the nations can overcome the diffi- 
culties presented, as the constitu- 
tional] convention of 1789 overcame 
those confronting it. 

Answers to Objections. 

“Tt turn to some objections and 
caveats currently put forward. 
First, it is said that nations, are 
not ready to be tied toether in a 
complicated governmental organ- 
ization wholly new and untried. I 
answer that the important matter 
is not how much but how little 
should, in the first instance, be 
delegated to any such government. 
It would seem that a very simple 
bill of rights, a power to raise and 
support armies, a commerce power 
analogous to that exercised in the 
United States by the Congress, a 
power to create an international 
medium of exchange, and a power 
to create a federal postal system 
would be essential, and that little, 
if anything, more should initially 
be attempted; perhaps not s0 
much; 

“It is said that any such project 
is but the mental concept of the 
amateur and the naive; that na- 
tions, other than the existing de- 
mocracies, would find the scheme 
antithetic to their notions of gov- 
ernment and international rela- 
tions, and consequently would re- 
fuse adherence to it. My answer

framework broad enough to permit 
the ultimate entry of every na- 
tion which desired to join and 
was able to institute a popular 
form of government approximat- 
ing our notions of. democracy, we 
should not wait to organize a 
supra-nafional government until 
all, or a great majority of nations, 
were ready and willing to enter. 

“Certainly the people of the Brit- 
ish commonwealth of nations and 
the people of the United States 
would understand and readily ac- 
commodate themselves to such an 
organization, and in Western Eu- 
rope there are many more nations 
of which the same may be said. 


Dangerous Doctrine, 


“Of a piece with the same criti- 


cism is the assertion that nothing 
should be done toward postwar 
world organization until after a 
long cooling-off period, In my 
view, no doctrine can be more 
dangerous. When the war ceases, 
great populations will be left with- 
out government, without national 
solidarity, in utter confusion with 
respect to the future. For the 
Allied Nations to endeavor, by ne- 
gotiation amongst themselves, to 
provide a stop-gap while they 
jointly plan their future course 
with respect to other nations and 
peoples will beget only discord, the 
emergence of the age-old national 
jealousies and claims and result in 
an ultimate settlement comparable 
to that at Versailles. 

“No plan of organization, how- 
ever apt, however desirable, can 
have any chance of adoption or 
successful operation unless it is 
backed by the sentiment of the 
American electorate. The man in 
the street may not be competent to 
judge of the details of such a 
plan, but he is competent to com- 
prehend the principles upon which 
a union should be built. 


“Unless the great majority of our 
people agree that their chosen 
leaders shall adhere to an accepta- 
ble form of world organization, 
nothing can be accomplished. Our 
national way is for the leaders, 
students and experts to impart to 
their follow citizens their views 
and their reasons for holding 
them, and thus promote sound 
public opinion. 

“Our obligation then fs to arouse 
and enliven public sentiment in 
this country in support of integra- 
tion of our own and other nations 
in a world organization having the 
purpose and the power to adjust 
the relations of the peoples of the 
earth in accordance with the dic- 
tates of justice, and to promote 
and, if necessary, enforce the 
peaceful composition of all differ- 
ences and disputes which may 
occur.”

Normally easy-going and tact- 
ful, O’Neal of late has been mak- 
ing little effort to conceal his 
hostility to labor and the New 
Deal's attitude toward labor. At 
Des Moines a few months ago he 
had this to say about the work- 
ing man: “He has so much money 
he doesn’t know what to do with 
it. jn the last war he bought two 
silk shirts and two quarts of 
whisky. Now he has four silk 
shirts and a half case of whisky.”

Further Insight Into “Big Four.” 


Further insight into the com- 
plexion of the “Big Four” is gained 
by examining the leadership of the 
National Council of Farmer Co- 
operatives, which has much dupli- 
cation in personnel with the Na- 
tional Milk Producers’ Federation. 
Charles C. Teague, NCFC Presi- 
dent, also is head of the California 
Walnut Growers Association, the 
California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, the Orchard Co., the Limo- 
neira Co., two water companies, 
and vice-president of the Security 
First National Trust & Savings 
Bank of Los Angeles, as well as 
president of the First National 
Bank of Santa Paula, 


The genesis of the Farm Bureau 
Federation goes back to the or- 
ganization of the first groups of 
farmers recruited by county 
agents to assist in their work. 
The Government promoted and 
assisted the farm bureaus, start- 
ing during World War I, but it 
was the New Deal that gave them 
their real impetus in the days of 


scarcity. Numerous Governmental 


agencies were set up to assist the 
very groups now seeking to 
hnrottle the administration pro- 
gram. It has been estimated that 
some $2,500,000,000 of the fifteen 
billion dollar income of the na- 
tion’s farmers last year came 
from the government through sub- 
sidy and incentive payments, pro- 
tection of prices through loans, 
and similar payments. 
Spearhead of Farmer’s Union. 
Spearhead of the militant 
Farmers’ Union in its attacks 
upon the “Big Four” is dynamic 
James G. Patton, its president, a 
tall, thin, aggressive young man 
who learned farming the hard 
way. As a youth he took over the 
operation of a Colorado farm on 
the death of his father, supported 
his mother; three sisters, wife and 
baby, working his way through 
college on the side. , 
Patton has no inferiority com- 
plex in sizing up the “Big Four,” 
often gives forth with rushes of 
rhetoric equal to anything heard 
under the Capitol dome. He feels 
keenly that he is right, that the 
Farmers’ Union can never rest a 
moment in its growing battle with 
the “Big Four” and farm bloc. 
When the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill was emasculated recently, 
Patton forthwith exploded: 
“Examination of the bill shows 
it to be a banker’s idea of heaven. 
It is a far-reaching politica] move 


which would offer up the farm 
people in this country to the tender 
mercies of those who ‘farm the 
farmers,’ hamper food production, 
force price increases that would 
blow the anti-inflation program to 
bits and accelerate the dispossess- 
ing of farm families from the land. 
It leads straight to rural fascism 
in America. 


“The bill represents a complete 
victory in the House Appropria- 
tions Committee for the combina- 
tion of bankers, absentee landlords 
and big planters who have been 
trying since 1940 to remove all 
authority to help farmers from an 
administration they do not yet con- 
trol, and to place farm programs 
in the hands of their own agents 
operating through state and local 
governments.” - 


Attack on the FSA. 


Patton’s fury was the result of 
the attempt of the House Appro- 
priations Committee to decimate 
the FSA and turn over its func- 
tions to the AAA extension service, 
dominated by the large landown- 
ers, 


Meantime, the House has passed 
the $715,099,662 Agricultural Appro- 
priation bill after geing its Appro- 
priations Committee one better in 
the knifing of the FSA.

-ed Nations of the World. 


An important feature would be 
a parliamentary body in which the 
nations would have voting strength 
determined not by population alone 
but by such other factors as lit- 
eracy, industrial development and 
contributions to the war. 

There are seven activities, Gov. 
Stassen said, that “will require 
the gradual development of a gov- 
ernment of the United Nations of 
the world”: 

1. To establish temporary gov- 
ernments over the Axis nations 
. » . and punish their criminal 
leadership. 

2. To maintain a modern Unit- 
ed Nations Legion as a world 
police,, or “keep the peace,” 
force. 

3. To constitute an elementary 
Bill of Rights and Code of Jus- 
tice for mankind. 

4. To administer the key in- 
ternational airports and airways 
of the world. 

5. To administer the gateways 
to the seas. : 

6. To increase trade between 
the peoples of the world. 

7. To increase the literacy and 
improve the health of the peo- 
ples of the world. 

George W. Norris, former Sena- 
tor from Nebraska, who opposed 
our going into the first World War, 
concluded as the second progressed 
that the is dictatofs were seek- 
ing to “conquer and obliterate ev- 
ery democracy on the face of the 
globe.” Isolationism in these cir- 
cumstances seemed to him a 
“course contrary to every rule of 
humanity.” 

Setting out these views in the 
Post-Dispatch series, Norris said 
we must fight this war to the “ab- 
solute and unconditional surren- 
der” of the Axis powers, compel 
their disarmament and create ma- 
chinery to keep them disarmed. He 
believed that in time the ¢on- 
quered nations would welcome the 
change, and that gradually our 
own forces could be diminished. 

Virginius Dabney, editor of the 
Richmond (Va.) Times-Dispatch, a 
spokesman of the progressive 
school of thought in the South, re- 
ported his deeply held conviction 
that if the forces of isolationism 

should once more get the upper 
hand in the United States, the win- 
ning of the war would prove to 
have been hardly worth the cost. 
There were signs, he said,. that 
powerful elements in the Republi- 
can Party were getting ready to 
re-enact the role “which the elder 
Henry Cabot Lodge played nearly 
a quarter of a century ago.” _ 

The only hope of staving off “an- 
other cataclysmic explosion, sur- 
passing all those that have gone 
before,” wrote the editor, lay in 
freer trade among nations, an 
economy of abundance and the 
creation of an international or- 
ganization to enforce peace. 

Dabney expressed the hope that 
the shackles of the one-crop sys- 
tem in the South would be broken, 
the poll tax abolished and an end 

be put to the freight-rate discrim- 
ination which had held back the 
industrial development of the re- 
gion. Like Bishop Scarlett, he 
called for a better deal for the 
Negro. The war, he said, might 
help toward this end, though there 
was danger that progress might be 
retarded by extremists, both white 
and black. 

Robert Moses, New York City 
Park Commissioner, nationally 
known as a public administrator, 
who came into the symposium 
through permission to the 
Post-Dispatch to republish a Read- 
er’s Digest article, argued for the 
“middle road” in world affairs. 

“Architects of the new world,” 
said Moses, should seek the opinion 
of “everyday American citizens.” 
These citizens were willing to help 
in world reconstruction and in 
world policing to stamp out inter- 


the bill the transfer of the FSA's 
funds and functions to the Farm 
Credit Administration.

national banditry, but “complete in- 
ternationalism” had few supporters 
when its full implications were 
understood, 

The United States perhaps would 
go along with “some kind of} 
League and World Court which do 
not require the surrender of our 
sovereignty and which frankly 
separate ultimate from immediate 
objectives, with moderate tariff 
barriers not involving the lowering 
of our living standards, and with 
immigration restricted in order to 
prevent the rushing in of the vast 
hordes who will attempt to seek 
escape from, painful readjustments 
abroad.” . 

No good purpose could be served, 
Moses said, either by “extravagant 
pledges of co-operation” or, at the 
other extreme, by turning the cold 
shoulder to all, altruistic proposals. 

“Uncle Sam,”-he summed up, “is 
neither a skinflint nor a fool. The 
middle road in world affairs may 
not be melodramatic, but it has 
always looked good to him.” 

Wayne L. Morse, dean of the law 
school of the University of Oregon 
and a public member of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board, entitled 
his article “Labor’s Stake in Our 
War Aims.” This stake, as he saw 
it, was the very existence of 
unionism, 

“Organized labor,” wrote Dean 
Morse, “can be counted upon to 
fight to preserve our capitalistic 
form of economy, because it is that 
system which has enabled the 
American worker to enjoy a higher 
standard of living than workers of 
any other country.” 

Though strongly opposing “so- 
called reforms which would place 
unions in straitjackets,” Dean 
Morse said that organized labor 
must “do a better housecleaning 
job” if it was to retain public SUP 
port for its aims. Union leaders 
should “see the handwriting on the 
wall” and themselves propose legis- 
lation to correct abuses, Justified 
public criticism, he said, had been 
aroused by excessive initiation fees 
and dues, deliberate slow-downs, 
sit-down _ strikes, “make-work” 
programs and “work stoppages in 
time of war over jurisdictional 
issues.” . 

Labor, moreover, “must be will- 
ing to live in a glass house.” 
Unionism should initiate a pro- 
gram “calling for accountability 
for funds, responsibility for acts 
of its members and dependability 
of its leaders in perpetuating the 
democratic idealg of trade union- 
ism.” 

Stuart . Chase, economist and 
writer on social problems, under- 
scored the importance of ending 
the conditions which breed dicta- 
tors and war. “Dictators do not 
make themselves; they are a 
product of popular unrest. If it 
had not been Hitler, it would have 
been some other man on horse- 
back.” 

Chase agreed that “a political 
federation of\ the world, as elo- 
quently argued by Mr. Stringfellow 
Barr, also has its points?’ but he 
added that the new political struc- 
ture would have scant chance to 
succeed if great populations should 
remain “restless and in want.” 

The author felt that we were 
éngaged, as Milo Perkins had 
phrased it, in a “long, long fight 
to make a mass production 
economy work.” We could help 
toward this end not only by pro- 
tecting our own economy from 
unemployment and periodic break- 
downs, but by assisting other na- 
tions to improve their standards 
of living. 

Here at home, Chase said, three 
main steps should be taken to keep 
our economy from sliding back, 
after the war, “into the hopeless 
frustration of 1932:” 

(1) Private enterprise should 
employ all the workers it reas- 
onably can, “and perhaps a few 
more;” (2)*the Federal Govern- 
ment should provide for the re- 
mainder—“and there will be mil- 
lions” — through public works 
and services; (3) by means of an 
enlarged social security pro- 
gram, every man, woman and 
child should be given “modest 
protection” against economic 
disaster, 

Robert Minor, assistant general 
secretary of the Communist party 
in. the United States, devoted his 
article largely to the warning that 
consideration of postwar programs 
should not be allowed to obscure 
the objective of winning the war. 

He thought, for example, that a 
union of nations for collective se- 
curity was a “sensible proposal”— 
a proposal that almost surely 
would be adopted—but this opin- 
ion did not make him think that 
such an arrangement was the 
war’s objective. 

“Our. objective in this war,” he 
wrote, “is the survival of the Unit- 
ed States. ... We are fighting col- 
lectively for the survival of all 
free peoples in union with whom 
alone we find survival possible.” 

In fighting for the preservation 
of our democracy, Minor added, 
we were fighting also for a de- 
mocracy that would inevitably be 
raised to a higher level in the 
fighting. 

The strengthening of bonds 
among the Allies, said Minor, was 
the only “peace planning” that 
should be done at this time. This 
form of planning was necessary 
to effective fighting; it was also 
planning for the peace, in the 
sense that cordiality of relations 
during war made for co-operation 
afterward, Enormous reinforce- 
ment, he said, could be given the 
war effort of the United Nations 
by a “firm and clear” understand- 
ing that their wartime collabora- 
tion would be continued. The 20- 
year treaty between Great Britain 
and the Soviet Union was seen by 
the writer &s the “harbinger” of 
such an agreement, and he urged 
that the treaty be extended to the 
United States and other nations, 

James Truslow Adams, historian, 
viewed the cause of the United 
Nations as a battle to preserve the 
chance of the entire human race 
“to continue to rise.” Each of the 


voted to its own way of life, but 
we had all learned that the differ- 
ences among us were as nothing 
compared with those that divide 
the free nations from “the modern 
barbarians of Europe and the 
Orient.” 

Somehow, the free nations would 
have to work together, or face still 
another horror. Blueprints for the 
peace could not now be drawn in 
detail, but this was no reason why 
ideas to meet various situations 
should not be formulated and dis- 
cussed. Indeed, there was press- 
ing reason why they should be, 
for the world was confronted with 
“probably the biggest mental job 
it hag ever been called on to per- 
form.” . 

After this war; Adams wrote, 
there could be no return to “nory- 
malcy.” Individuals, classes, na- 
tions, all would have to surrender 
some part of their old sovereignty. 
This did not mean the destruc- 
tion of all the old landmarks, but 
“rather a reasoned and concerted 
effort to retain ;the best of the 
progress man already made, 
and to map new roads toward a 
still better future.” 


Milo Perkins, executive director 
of the Board of Economic War- 
fare, joined the symposium 
through a speech which he de- 
scribed as “one answer” to the 
question, “What are we fighting 
for?” Pefking dealt with “a strug- 
gle that transcends the present 
war”’—the fight to make a mass 
production economy work. This 
struggle could not be discussed in 
terms of “neat little time com- 
partments labeled prewar, war and 
postwar.” 

“Complete victory,” he said, 
“will not be won until] there is a 
full and increasing use of the 
world’s resources to lift living 
standards from one end of this 
planet to the other.” 

The present war came on, he 
thought, primarily because the 
world was unable to distribute 
what it had learned how to pro- 
duce. We suffered from a “night- 
mare” of underconsumption,. After 
the war, there must be full pro- 
duction for a gradually rising 
standard of living. This would be 
physically possible; the prime job 
would be to make it fiscally pos- 
sible. 

The “plain people” of the world, 
Perkins predicted, would be un- 
derstanding about the problems of 
readjustment, but they. would not 
take “no” as the final answer to 
their cry for full employment. Idle- 
ness, whether of men, money or 
machines, would be the “one un- 
forgivable sin of the postwar 
world,” 

Herbert H. Lehman, former Gov- 
ernor of New York, gave the rea- 
sons for the work he is now doing 
as Director of Foreign Relief and 
Rehabilitation. The “noblest plans 
for a lasting peace,” he said, might 


\well be wrecked by the anarchy 


and chaos growing out of the suf- 
ferings of the enslaved peoples. 

Here was a vast problem that 
cried to the world for solution; a 
way must be found by which “the 
liberated peoples may be helped 
materially and spiritually to par- 
ticipate in the adjustments on 
which may depend the course of 
the world for the next century.” 
Starving people could not be ex- 
pected to make rational, delibera- 
tive decisions. 

“If steps are not taken to re- 
habilitate men and nations mate 
rially and morally,” asked Leh- 
man, “who can say that these peo- 
ples will not turn in’ desperation 
and despair to some new distortion 
of the social order more horrible 
even thay the dictatorships which 
we are fighting to obliterate?” 

There was nothing unrealistic, 
said Lehman,,in our proposed “in- 
vestment in humanity.” It was 
based on principles of compassion 
for the suffering, but it was also a 
hard-headed application of the 
principle of enlightened self-inter- 


est. 

Harold G. Moulton, president of 
the Brookings Institution, defined 
the long-range goal of our fighting 
as the establishment of permanent 
peace, and concluded that this goal 
could only be attained through the 
creation of an association of na- 
tions vested with military powers. 
It must also*have the power of 
quick action. Otherwise, strongly 
armed nations would be able to 
embark on aggression long before 
an assembly of the nations could 
get to the voting stage. 

The requirements of force and 
of quick action to stop an ag- 
gressor meant two things: first, 
that the United States,.in common 
with the other member nations, 
would have to transfer paramount 
military authority to the interna- 
tional agency and, second, that 
machinery would have to be set up 
whereby this agency could make 
decisions on police matters with- 
out waiting for formal ratification 
by. the members. 

“In short,” said Moulton, “some 
delegation of powers hitherto re- 
garded as vital aspects of sover- 
eignty seems essential.” 

If the peoples of the world were 
ready to accept the risks inherent 
in international organization, he 
believed, there was “at least the 
reasonable hope that we may real- 
ize both major objectives of this 
war — victory and permanent 
peace.” Bo 

Edgar M. Queeny, chairman of 
the board of the Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co., entered an earnest de- 
fense of free enterprise against the 
conclusion of the “planners,” that 
“our salvation lies in exalting the 
state and having it plan our lives 
and our economy.” Two wars, he 
said, were going on: A military 
war in which our aim was a 
world so organized that we should 
not again be attacked, and an 
ideological war. 

Recent reports of the National 
Resources Planning Board, said 
the writer, were but “the first blue 
prints — or pinkprints — of a 
planned economy” — one that 
planned vast public works, state 
conversion of war plants, state 
loans, state assistance “from womb

curious blend of idealism and of 
pessimism — unwarranted pessi- 
mism—with regard to the ability 
of private enterprise to meet the 
problems of the postwar world. 

He questioned whether the dem- 
ocratic way of life could endure 
under the “bureaucracy” that the 
new economy would set up. 

Higher living standards could be 
achieved, he argued, not through 
public works “that\ will contribute 
not one sack of wheat to the pool 
of consumable things,” but only 
through risk-taking by private en- 
terprise — through “a constant 
stream of new capital flowing into 
investment, which in -turn requires 
that business. risks again be 
made worth while.” 

Philip Murray, president of the 
ClO, argued the case for public 
works to take up the unemploy- 
ment slack after the war. To leave 
the job wholly to private enter- 
prise, he said, would be to adopt 
“a boom-and-bust schedule.” He 
urged that we “set our sights” on 
a national income of not less than 
120 billions a year, for “nothing 
less will do if the peace is to have 
the meaning we are promising the 
young men who are fighting this 
war.” 

Like Dean Morse, Murray said 
that labor was fighting for its life, 

The Four Freedoms, he said, 
were still “hollow words” in large 
areas and for millions of citizens 
of the United States. He recog- 


nized that “prejudice held for 300= — 


years cannot be banished over- 
night,” but he urged that “sub- 
stantial down payments” on the 
Four Freedoms be made at home 
without delay. The Four Freedoms 
should be made to run in the 
South by first “removing old in- 
justices imposed from without.” 

A world organization backed by 
force was necessary, Murray said, 
but more necessary was “the max- 
ing of a just peace and the estab- 
lishment of a people’s parliament.” 
He demanded that labor be repre- 
sented at the peace conference, 
and that an “international fair la- 
bor standards law” be written inte 
the peace settlement. 

James P. Whiteside, a Missouri 
“common man,” paid his respects 
to the politicians who “manipulat- 
ed the counterfeit settlement 25 
years ago” and called for an agree- 
ment, this time, that would give all 
peoples an equal share in the 
world’s blessings. He asked that 
the pledge of open covenants open- 
ly arrived at “be recovered from 
the scrap pile.” 

Whiteside urged that all arma- 
ment manufacture be put under 
government ownership and opera- 
tion, to the end that the “cancer- 
ous profit incentive” be cut out, 
production placed on a basis of 
necessity, and “promotion of war” 
by munitions makers eliminated. 

Disarmament, he said, was the 
only broad road to peace. Hence 
the United Nations, after disarm- 
ing the Axis powers, should them- 
selves disarm as quickly as they 
could do so with safety. To pre- 
vent secret rearming, the peace- 
loving nations should maintain an 
international police force. 

He doubted whether the Atlan- 
tic Charter would insure an “hon- 
est peace,” and cited in support of 
this view the statement of Prime 
Minister Churchill that he did not 
intend to “preside over the liquida- 
tion of the British Empire.” 

The common man, Whiteside 
wrote, “wants a guarantee of lib- 
erty to all segments of the human 
race.” Such a program could only 
be accomplished “by sending to 
the peace conference a delegation 
of well, authenticated humanitar-. 
jans instead of cunning misan- 
thropes.” 


The object of the symposium, 
as the Post-Dispatch said in in- 
troducing it, was “to encourage 
and clarify public thinking about 
the postwar world.” t purpose, 
to judge by the favorable recep- 
tion of the series in St. Louls and 
throughout the country, has been 
measurably served... Some, it is 
true, have said that discussion of 
peace problems before the winning 
of the war is premature. The 
weight of thoughtful American 
opinion is on the other side—the 
side taken by an impressive num- 
ber of leaders in and out of the 
Government, Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike, who agree with 
President Roosevelt, as he put the 
case in his tIletter to the 
Post-Dispatch, that “There ig an 
important job of education to be 
done so that the tragedy of war 
will not come again.” This note 
hag been repeatly sounded, what- 
ever their political or economic 
views, by the contributors of the 
Post-Dispatch series. 

The series has not only stimulat- 
ed discussion of what one of the 
contributors has called “probably 
the biggest mental job” the world 
has ever been called on to per- 
form. It has broadly charted, as 
the Post-Dispatch believes, and 
charted from a great variety of 
viewpoints, political and economic, 
the only course that can give rea- 
sonable hope for enduring peace 
after the war. That is the course 
of international co-operation with 
this country ah active participant,

Movie Star Marjorie Reynolds Writes 
of Her 7000-Mile Tour Through Alaskan 


And Aleutian Territory—Says Men's 


Sense of Humor Is of Great Help.

HOLLYWOOD, May 1. 


OTHING we can’t give up at 
home is too great/a sacrifice 
to make for the sake of the 
boys on the fighting front. I know. 
Because during the past seven and 
a half weeks I’ve toured 7000 miles 
of Alaskan and Aleutian territory 
where nothing but a sense of 
humor keeps the boys from going 
crazy. Many of them hadn’t seen 
a woman for 12, 16, 18 months, 
Some for two years. They’d glad- 
ly give $100 for a quart of fresh 
milk. If they could get it. Or for 
another item that we at home con- 
sider an absolute necessity. Up 
there, you get to know what neces- 
sities are. 


When I volunteered for. enter- 
tainment duty with the Hollywood 
Victory Committee, there was a 


- chance I might be sent to the 


Caribbean. I’m glad it turned out 
to be Alaska and the Aleutian 
chain, Because nobody needs en- 
tertainment more than those boys 
do. And how they appreciate it! 
Those seven and a half weeks 
were the most‘thrilling of my life. 


I left Seattle with 55 pounds of 
luggage, including three pairs of 
long “woolies” and a pair of rubber 
boots. I never wore the boots be- 
cause they get too cold. Thank 
goodness I was issued fleece-lined 
flying boots instead. And only 
once did I use the woolies, when 
the heating apparatus failed to 
work in one of the planes and we 
could see the ice forming on the 
inside metal. Then I climbed into 
my> parka, ski pants and sleeping 


The first leg of the trip took me 
to Prince George with a group of 
Naval officers, then to White 
Horse in the Yukon, en route to 
which we went up to 18,000 feet 
and had to use oxygen. 
conked out so we had to set down 
at White Horse before proceeding 
to Fairbanks, where the thermo- 
meter read 30 below. Thence to 
Anchorage, which became head- 
quarters for the tour, and where 
I picked up my escort, Capt. Robert 
Peck, one of the finest men I ever 
hope to meet. He was with me 
constantly for the next six weeks. 

I spent a week in Anchorage, 
covering all the outposts. My act 
usually ran from 30 to 45 minutes 
—some chatter and gags, some 
songs, a dance step or two, and 
how those boys loved any sort of a 
gag which ribbed their officers. I 
did _a couple of parodies on “I 
Had the Craziest Dream” and 
“This Is the Army,” and took Bing 
Crosby’s “White Christmas” record 
along. Wherever they had a 
phonograph we played the record 
and I sang a duet with Bing’s 
voice. \I’d just completed work 
with Bing in “Dixie” before start- 
ing the trip. 

All the boys want to do is laugh. 
So we tried to give them laughs. 
Whenever there was local talent, 
we rounded up the boys with the 
instruments or other entertainment 
talents and built an act around 


them. Needless to say, I didn’t 


wear my ski pants at these shows. 
Took along three evening dresses. 
The men want to see something in 
skirts, not pants. And to be sure 
of seeing and greeting them all, I 
did lots of K. P. duty, trying to 
hand out gags with the eats. 
From. Anchorage we flew to Ko- 
diak Island for a week and cov- 
ered all the posts there, because I 
'madé-it a point never to go any- 
where unless I could see every- 
body. Through Bob Hope’s trip 
it was learned that entertainment 
is a great thing to help the morale 
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of the men who see and hear it. 
But for those who miss it—not so 
good. So, like Bob, I covered the 
camps, the messes, the hospitals, 
the outlying posts—everything. 

From Kodiak to Umnak, which, 
if you'll look at your maps, you'll 
find is more than half. way to 
Tokyo. Iwas the second woman 
ever to land there, the first having 
been a USO entertainer who, un- 
fortunately, had to leave because 
of bad weather closing -in. Inci- 
dentally,aI owe quite a debt to 
Bob. Whenever I did a show at 
some spot which he hadn't reached, 
I unashamedly borrowed some of 
his gags. 

On one other island, I was the 
first woman, white or otherwise, 
ever to set foot, so far as is known. 

On that trip to Umnak I had 
my biggest thrill and was also 
scared silly. I was sitting in one

Be- 
lieve me, I was treated royally 
wherever I went. 

I need more space to begin to 
tell everything that happened, Six 
days at Umnak, four shows a day. 
Dehydrated food—horrible_ stuff, 
no matter what they tell you. We 
ate C and K ration and Vienna 
sausage three times a day, “Ham, 
spam and jam,” the boys call it. 

No one can describe the mo- 
notony of the boys’ lives nor the 
barrenness. From Kodiak west 
there’s no vegetation but tundra. 
Nowhere to go, unless they’re 
lucky enough to be able to build 
a recreation hall. And are they 
ingenious! ‘Phey’ll build anything. 


Even to making a drum out of a 
caribou skin and an old tin can. 


Back to Dutch Harbor, where 
they have a fine theater, and then 
all over Unalaska. From Dutch 
Harbor we took the Admiral’s am- 
phibian and saw the most mag- 
nificent scenery I’ve ever laid eyes 
on. Erupting volcanic cones with 
snow to their crests. Cathedral 
spires of rock piercing the sky. 
Herds of caribou and seals. We 
flew to Cold Day and stayed four 
days, then visited Port Heiden, 
“the hellhole of the Aleutians.” 

In Dutch Harbor I’d been able 
to stay in the nurses’ quarters. 
Now it was back into the “quon- 
sets” again, those knockdown 
buildings with the round tops, 
equipped with a G. I. cot, a table, 
a chair, an oi] burner, a tin can 
and a tub. Sometimes a mirror. 
The plumbing’s on the outside, 
usually 150 yards aawy, and you 
reach it either through slush and 
mud to your knees, or over the 
stuff after it has frozen. In my 
size 11 boots, the smallest they 
could find for me, I must have 
been quite a sight. 


Back to Anchorage in a cargo 
plane. That was the one in which 
the heating apparatus went out. 
But in Anchorage I could get my 
clothes cleaned and my hair 
washed, Then to the Matanuska 
Valley, where we had our first 
fresh milk, meat and vegetables in 
five weeks. It was like a return 
to civilization. 

Then from Anchorage to Cor- 
dova, a nightmare trip, with the 
worst weather yet. Fog that you 


couldn’t get above or below, then 
a snowstorm. Couldn’t hear a 
thing on the radio; ceiling zero; 
visibility 50 yards, and the pilot 
had to circle Cordova for 45 min- 


utes befor@ he decided to guess 


where the field ought to be. And, 
of course, we made it. The boys 
have got to have entertainment 
and we landed there and did our 
best to give it to them, 

Into a rainstorm en route to 
Yakutat, with the plane never 
more than 10 feet above the water, 
and me hanging onto the straps 
of the mail sacks. Because there's 
never a seat in these planes, You 
sit on the mail or on your bedding 
roll.

Juneau, to Prince Edward, to 
Seattle and home. And after fly- 
ing for 7000 miles I took a 30- 
hour train ride from Seattle to San 
Francisco, then was lucky to get a 
seat on a passenger plane to. Los 
Angeles. The topper was, of 
course, that after all the flying 
I’d done, this plane had to set 
down in Newhall for half an hour 
because of untypical Southern Cali- 
fornia weather, and then come in 
on the beam over the last foot- 
hills to Burbank. 

It was the most satisfying job 
I’ve -ever done, up there where 
money doesn’t mean a thing, where 
you autograph hundred-dollar bills 
because they’re just scraps of pa- 
per, or sign the plaster casts of the 
boys in the hospitals. How they 
would knock themselves out to 
show their appreciation! Though 
I dropped from 115 to 100 pounds, 
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lived on sandwiches for as long as 
four days at a time, I'd go back 
tomorrow just to see those boys 
smile all over their faces at the 
sight of a white woman. There 
was never any advance publicity, 
except that half an hour before ar- 
riving, we'd radio in. But to climb 
out of the plane into a jeep and 
drive away, waving to men who 
didn’t know I was coming, and to 
see the look of utter and complete 
astonishment on their faces and 
the double-take and eventual grins 
which followed it—well, it does 
things to your heart and your 
throat. 


In lots of those spots there are 
no radios, no newspapers; the mail 
may come in four months. No 
packages can be _ sent because 
space is so precious in transporting 
essentials. Though the men ‘say 
they’d even go without fuel oil to 
get packages from home. Wherever 
movies can be flown in, they’re 
sending the men 16mm. film, and 
that’s a godsend. “For the picture 
show is the one thing they live for. 
They sit huddled on the floor 
around an improvised screen and 
simply eat up films that were made 
10 and 12 years ago. 


* Well, I'm an old sourdough now, 
and I know a little about what it’s 
like on the Aleutian and Alaskan 
fighting front, and the next time 
any bigwig shoots off his mouth 
about motion pictures and motion 
picture talent being unessential, 
brother, I’m going to poke him 
right in the nose if I’m within 
poking distance. It’s high time 
somebody did.

barrel gardens if you have any 
outdoor space that gets at least 
four hours of sunshine a day. But- 
ter tubs, nail kegs or any sort of 
barrel can be used. Boxes for 
vegetable growing should be at 
least 12 inches wide, 10 to 12 inches 
deep, 

String beans, tomatoes and sweet 
potatoes are the most important 
practical possibilities for porch 
growing. Of course, you can grow 
lettuce and radishes and peppers, 
too. Take your choice according 
to your porch size. The first three 
will really give a worthwhile yield 
so let’s allow a box to each, if 
there's space. — 

Good drainage is a “must” for 
the boxes and barrels. A bottom 
layer of coal ashes and sand or 
sand and grave! will take care of 
that. Next, we'll mix two-thirds 
of good soil and one-third peat 
moss or humus. 


Fill the container to within 
about an inch of its top and then 
with a flat stick, or whatever is 
handy, tamp the soil down firmly 
and evenly but not tightly. Now 
we're ready to plant. 

Pole beans are tops for box 
gardening and Kentucky Wonder 
is tops in pole bean variety; that’s 
our selection. They will start 
flowering about 50 days after 
planting. A four-foot box should 
supply the supper vegetable for 
the small family, about once a 
week until frost time, 


Pole beans yield much more 
heavily than the bush type. On 
your porch, make a: “W" trellis of 
strong twine securely fastened to 
their box and to the porch roof. 
Plant a group of three seeds one- 
half inch deep and about an inch 
apart at each end and in the mid- 
dle of the box. 

When the beans are about four 
inches high, “thin” the end plant- 
ings to just the one hardiest and 
leave the two best in the center. 
Soon you will have to help your 
vines to get a grip on the trellis 
by gently ‘twisting the growing 
tips around the strands. 

Pole beans are heavy yielders 
go they are also big eaters. That 
means they need “plenty of 
nutrient in the soil. We can easily 
keep them well fed by watering 
with liquid plant food—increas- 
ing the amount as the vines be- 
come larger. Buy the plant food 
from your seed store and follow 
its directions for mixing or just 
get a pound of balanced plant

food fertilizer and you can easily 
make up the solution. For each 
plant box, use about three table- 
spoonsful of the chemicals to a 
quart of water. Let it stand over- 
night. The next day, first water 
slightly, then pour on the plant 
food. You can scatter the un- 
dissolved remains on the soil 
surface, 

Two tomato plants, one at each 
end of a three or four-foot box, or 
one to a barrel, will soon make use 
of the full space. When you plant, 
set a stake at least five feet high 
deep down into the soil. As the 
plant grows, snap off the “suck- 
ers” or little shoots that grow be- 
tween the main stem and the large 
leaves. You can use decorative 
bright ribbons or any strips of old 
fabric to hold the plant against its 
prop as it grows up. Twice around 
the stake and once loosely around 
the stem, with your strips, will hold 
securely and not cut into the ten- 
der vine,

HE pole beans will shade their 
box fully and so protect the soil 
from baking. But tomatoes will 
need a “mulch” their “garden plot” 


in good condition. That means . 
a layer of peat moss 1% 


spreading 

inches thick over the surface; it 
will insulate the soil against the 
hot rays of the sun as well as keep 
the surface aerated. 


Previously we've grown sweet 
potatoes indoors in vases for their 
decorative drooping vines. Now, 
we can grow them in boxes for 
decorative and also food produc- 
tion reasons. The boxes should be 
a foot deep, need not be more than 
Make them as 
long as the space permits. Good 
drainage is especially important so 
see to it that there is some way 
for excess water to run off below. 
The vines should trail over the 
box. and down. Let them droop 
down the porch wall, where they 
will make an attractive green 
screen of leaves. 


You can buy the sweet potato 
plants soon at seed stores and nur- 
series. They should be spaced 15 
inches apart; just figure how 
many you will have space for. 
When frost time comes, dig up the 
soil and serve your family the 
crop. By the way, the bigger the 
vine growth the more you'll] have 
to eat, so water with “plant food” 
if the vines seem to need a pep-up. 

Cucumbers will grow luxuriant- 
ly in a barrel in some sunny spot 
on your lawn. “Grandpa” used to 
set an open-at-both-ends barrel

Set in the “watering can” before 
you fill the barrel—if it’s a very 
long can, punch some holes along 
its sides—so that the can sticks up 
just a bit above the level] of the 
soil. Plant six or eight seeds, one 
inch deep, in the barrel—and this 
is the only time you'll water the 
surface rather than through the 
can. 

When the plants are four or five 
, inches high, “thin” to three or four 
plants. Keep on the alert now for 
the striped cucumber beetle. Pick 


it off right away. Make a cheese- 
cloth covering you can tie tight 
around the "s sides, so the in- 
sects can’t get to the planta. The 
commercial growers use small cloth 
tents to protect the young vines. 
When the plants are larger and 
hardier, the insect is no longer 
such a menace, but occasional dust- 
ing with an arsenate of lead mix- 
ture may be necessary. i 

Frequent “liquid tonics” and 
plenty of watering will keep the 
vines fruiting; will keep you pick- 
ing.

Skip Snacks 


F you can’t understand why you 

keep on gaining weight, check 

on what you eat between meals. 
Those little bites have a way of 
adding up to a heap of calories, 
So skip your candy or peanuts or 
sodas and confine your eating to 
mealtimes. 


If you're really hungry and feel 
that you must have something to 
eat, take some plain tea or a glass 
of skimmed milk or buttermilk or 
an apple. It’s not the size of the 
little snacks that count, it’s their 
“richness” in calories. That’s one 
reason why we keep harping on 
the importance of green vege- 
tables and fresh fruits in the re- 
ducing diet. Some foods, like but- 
ter and cream, are concentrated 
sources of calories, while a vege- 
table such as lettuce is just the 
opposite. You can eat as much 
plain lettuce as you like, but you've 
got to ration fatty foods such as 
butter. The average reducing diet 
allowance is about one tablespoon 
a day. But eat at least this much 
butter—you need the vitaming it 
contains. 


All kinds of drinks except water, 
plain soda, coffee and tea without 
milk or sugar, mean calories. Gin- 
gerale, sodas and other fountain 
drinks, cocktails, highballs and 
beer—all these must be reckoned 
with if you're trying to reduce, 

For those who missed my reduc- 
ing diet, here is a sample menu 
which you can vary from day to 
day. Green vegetables that you 
can substitute are: Broccoli, beet 
tops, kale, turnip tops; other vege- 
tables may be squash, cauliflower, 
carrots, tomatoes, turnips, peas 
and beans. For fruit desserts, sub- 
stitute apples, oranges, grapefruit, 
pears, peaches, melon. For meat 
you can choose chicken, fish, liver, 
steak, ground beef, chops, depend- 
ing on the ration points you have 
to spend and on what’s available 
in your market. 


Breakfast—Orange juice, two ta- 
blespoons whole wheat cereal with 
milk and one-half teaspoon sugar; 
one thin slice bread or toast; one

tablespoon butter; coffee with milk 
and one-half teaspoon sugar. 

Lunch—One egg (hard boiled); 
slice brown bread; one-half table- 
spoon butter or margarine forti- 
fied with vitamin A; lettuce and 
tomato salad without oil or mayon- 
naise; one apple, one glass milk. 

Dinner—Chicken, fish or meat, 
one helping spinach, one helping 
carrots, one small potato; one-half 
tablespoon butter or margarine, 
milk, one-half grapefruit without 
sugar. 

If you are in doubt about what 
to eat at any meal, settle in favor 
of vegetables, preferably the green 
leafy type, and fresh fruit and 
milk. In reducing diets, the help- 
ings refer to one moderate serving. 
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A GOOD WAY to test the natur- 
al figure is to see how it looks 
without a girdle. Can your mus- 
cles and carriage take it? 

You'll have to pull in your ab- 
domen and stand straight, or you'll 
look a sight. But it’s good for the 
muscles to have to do a little work 
for a change. Muscles become 
lazy when they depend too much 
on girdles. 

Now don’t put me down as being 
in favor of doing away with gir- 
dles entirely. They give smooth- 
ness to the natura] contours, and 
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that should be their main purpose. 
As for holding in, flattening and 
“slimming’’—jobsa that some gar- 
ments are supposed to do—that’s 
work for the muscles and not the 
whalebones. Hold in the abdomen, 
straighten the back and slim the 
figure—then don a girdle for add- 
ed sleekness. 


A close-fitting gown calls for a 
foundation garment even if the fig- 
ure is well-nigh perfect, But for 
play clothes and the like, go girdle- 
less if your curves will let you. Or 
wear a pliable, not-too-confining 

ent that smoothes down 
bulges but that still makes the mus- 
cles work, 


Don’t make the mistake that 
some gicls do, of relying on a gir- 
dle to hide fat and produce the il- 
lusion of slim shapelines, to hold 
in a bulging abdomen, and even to 
make you stand straight. ‘The 
beat garment in the world won't 
give the figure a youthful look if 
you are too fat, or give you perfect 
lines if you don’t make some effort 
to stand correctly. 


Just remember that holding - the 
abdomen “in” by means of your 
own muscles is the best abdominal 
exercise there is. And learning to 
hold yourself correctly will make 
your figure look much better. 
Good posture is the easiest, quick- 
est and best Way to improve the 
appearance of the figure; it can 
do as much for your appearance 
as months of exercise. Stand side- 
ways before a full-length mirror 
and let your figure slump exagger- 
atedly. Looks terrible, doesn’t it? 


Now to begin to stand straight. 
Start by raising the chest—easy 
now and don’t overdo it. This us- 
ually throws the shoulders back 
where they belong. Next, pull in 
the lower abdomen. Now, is there 
@ pronounced back curve and 4 
suggestion of dowager-hips? Fiat- 
ten the back by pulling in the low- 
er abdominal muscles and swing- 
ing the hips forward. Get a profile 
view in the mirror as you do this 
and notice the improvement. Prac- 
tice this over and over.

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Low-Down on Top Newspaper Women

WASHINGTON, May 1. 


O an amazingly large percent- 
T age of the American populace, 
a newspaper gal is a slightly 
irreverent, rip-snorting, spectacular 
and fearless female who would 
sacrifice everything from her good 
name to her last pair of nylons for 
an “exclusive” story. This idea, 
of course, was born in the movies, 
fostered on the radio, perpetuated 
in the Jane Arden comic strip: It 
continues to live much as the idea 
that all newspapermen prefer bour- 
bon to pancakes for breakfast con- 
tinues to live. A newspaper gal’s 
life is supposed to be one long ad- 
venture of climbing through tran- 
soms, exploring dark basements in 
quest of criminals and stolen evi- 
dence. She meets such interesting 
people. Her secret admirer is al- 
ways the managing editor. Her 
dull. moments come only when she 
sleeps—with one ear open for a 
call from the office to cover a 
fire, flood, murder, kidnaping or 


: cave-in. 


This picture projected by movies, 
radio: and comic strip, is in some 
ways flattering to the women of 
the Fourth Estate. But it is not 
quite accurate. 


Take, for instance, the women 
of Washington’s working press. In 
this most important political capi- 
tal in the world, the emphasis is 
not on adventure but on the abil- 
ity to handle the sober, and some- 
times drudging, task of reporting 
what goes on in the governmental 


seat of a mighty nation at war.’ 


The emphasis is not on the ability 


to negotiate a transom or brave 


the dangers of a dark basement, 
but on the ability to cover the 


Ways and Means Committee day ° 


in and day out and write as ac- 
curate’ and lucid a story as any 
man; to think straight, write 
straight, and -possess the brains 
necessary to understand everything 
from the Bituminous Coal Act to 
WPB sstatistical reports on war- 
time industry. 


Washington newspaperwomen 
cover pretty much the same news 
as men reporters. They receive 
about the same treatment from 
Cabinet members, Government of- 
ficials, political masterminds, 
They ask, and receive, no quarter 
because of their sex. And war has 
greatly upped their numbers. In 
1933, only 20 women were ad- 
mitted to the Senate and House 
press galleries. By 1940, that list 
had grown to 33; but now, only 
three years later, 74 women hold 
the distinction of being accredited 
Capitol correspondents. 


The women of Washington's 
working press have battled long 
and fiercely for equal rights with 
Washington newspapermen. They 
lobbied for, and eventually got, a 
powder room in the Capitol. Last 
month, they won @n even more 
important move in their jockeying 
for equality. On the occasion of 
Mme. Chiang Kai-shek’s visit, the 
ladies of the press were invited to 
the President’s press conference. 

In the past only two women 
have regularly attended Mr. Roose- 
velt’s press conferences. One is 
Esther Van Wagoner Tufty, who 
represents a string of 26 Michigan 
papers; the. other, Elizabeth May 
Craig, correspondent for Maine pa- 
pers owned by the Gannett Pub- 
lishing Co, 
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RS. TUFTY, sister of the for- 
mer Michigan Governor, Mur- 
ray Van Wagoner, is tall, blond, 
built on dreadnaught proportions, 
She misses nothing that goes onin 
Washington, not only regularly re- 
ports the President’s press confer- 
ence for the papers serviced by her 
news bureau, but details that con- 
ference on the air in her “Head- 
lines From Washington” radio 
program, broadcast daily over the 
Atlantic Coast Network from 
Washington. Imposing, with ox- 
ford glasses dangling from a wide 
black ribbon, Esther Tufty ‘was 
once mistaken for royalty during a 
trip to Europe; recently made a 
six weeks’ tour of England at the 
invitation of the British Govern- 
ment to tell the “little people” of 
Britain about the United States. 
Retiring president of the Wom- 
en’s National Press Club, Esther 
played hostess to the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor, Archduke 
Otto of Austria and King George 
4 Greece. Her office is lined with 
utographed pictures of President 
Roosevelt, Henry Ford, other na- 
tional bigwigs; one picture bears 
the inscription “To Queenly 
Esther, the Prentiss M. Browns.” 
Says Mrs. Tufty, who is not 
averse to tossing an occasional 
cuss word into her rapid-fire con- 
versation: “Covering wartime 
Washington is like having a front- 
row seat at a season’s hit play. 
It’s terrific and damn exciting.” 
Tiny May Craig is, under her 
old-maid exterior. as hard-boiled a 
politician as Washington hds ever 
known. She not only writes a 
daily editorial page column, but 
also covers spot news in the cap- 
ital for her Maine papers. She 
has a South Carolina drawl, a way 
of being nettlesome to Washington 
politicians and newspapermen 
and the reputation of being the 
rankestsfeminist that ever hove a 
feminine hat into the ring of a 
capital argument. She wears no 
makeup, knots her long hair in 
an uncompromising wad on the 
top of her head, is always loaded 
down with committee reports and 
bills before Congress, and has 
maintained her one-woman news 
bureau in Washington since 1925. 
“Women reporters,” says Mrs. 
Craig, who is about to be a grand- 
mother, “get just about the same

‘Common’ 
Language

6} oveervai BERNARD SHAW’S 


observation that “The British 

and the Americans are two 
great peoples divided by a com- 
mon tongue,” is a clever epigram 
that, like most epigrams, is wit- 
tier than it is truthful, for the 
British and Americans speak, not 
the same tongue,- but separate 
dialects that sprang from the 
same tongue. 


There are wide .divergences in 
the languages of Britain and 
America, especially in pronuncia- 
tion and in the names of common 
objects. The speech peculiarities 
of the upper-class Briton strike the 
average American as snobbish, af- 
fected, and somewhat on the lav- 
ender side; while the Briton, since 
colonial days, has howled to high 
heaven that the barbarous and 
obscene speech of America stands 
as a continual and frightening 
threat to the “purity” of the so- 
called English language. 


Indeed, some Americans hold 
the latter view. A good example 
is found in an article on Anglo- 
American relations, written by an 
American correspondent in Lon- 
don, and published in the March 
23, 1943, issue of a Jarge Ameri- 
can weekly magazine. The writer 
declares, “All I can say about it 
(the English language) is that 
“the British, from the mink-coated 
ladies bravely shivering in Clar- 
idge’s frigid cocktail lounge down 
to cops and hotel chambermaids, 
speak it admirably—just as the 
British comics did on the old 
Orpheum circuit—and the Amer- 
icans commit felonious assault 
upon it. I really don’t think that 
the British, in their hearts, for- 
give us for this, and I don’t know 
why they should. It is their 
language, and we have done it 
wrong.” 


Any writer who pens such out- 
rageous tripe as this is either 
(1) an Anglophile with an in- 
feriority complex about being an 
American, (2) stone deaf, or (3) 
altogether ignorant of the history 
of his language and of his coun- 
try,

JUST WHAT is meant by the 
term “language?” It is from langue, 
the French word for Se 
from the Latin lingua, ngue; 
speech.” hus, a me ate gy 
simply the customary speech of . 
certain people. Or, to put it in an- 
other way, “language” is the native 
dialect (from the Greek dialeges- 
thai, “to speak; to converse”) of 
any race or group. Therefore, the 
speech of America is the American 
language—the American way of 
speaking—and no other race, Brit- 
ish or what not, has any jurisdic- 
tion over it or any right to meddle 
with it. Nor is it any affair of ours 
how Britons speak. If they prefer 
to say “the government are; an 
hotel; aren’t I,” let them. If they 
feel that laboratory sounds better 
as “la~-BORE-a-tree,” schedule as 
“SHED-yool,” military as “MILL-1i- 
tree,” empire as “EM-pah,” all as 
“ole,” stabilize as “STAB-I-lize,” 
immediately as “im-MEE-jit-leh,” 
partisan as “par-ti-ZAN” (these 
and many other Briticisms are 
from my notes on Churchill's re 
cent shortwave broadcast), it is 
their business, not ours. If an ele- 
vator is a “lift,” a garter is a “sus- 
pender,” a single room is an “apart- 
ment,” an automobile hood is a 
“bonnet,” a high shoe is a “boot,” 
a water heater is a “geyser,” a 
drug store is a “chemist’s,” a 
monkey wrench is a “screw span- 
ner,” a hardware store is an “iron 
mongery,” what is the harm, so 
long as we Americans can stick 
to American terms?

AS A MATTER of plain fact, the 
British cannot lay claim to the so- 
called English as “their language,” 
as the magazine writer puts it. 
The language was created, not by 
them, but by the various conquer- 
ors of the isles: the Romans, the 
Danes, the Angles, Saxons and 
Jutes, and the French-speaking 
hordes of William the Conqueror. 
English is not and never has been 
a “pure” language. Like boarding- 
house hash, it has simply accumu- 
lated. 


The British €whose original lan- 
guage was Celtic, which is not to 
be found in modern English) had 
little if anything to say in the 
matter until the end of the Nor- 
man Conquest. Indeed, as late as 
1350 there was no one dialect that 
was regarded as the standard lit- 
erary language, although the dia- 
lect of London, as found in’ the 
works of Chaucer, had begun to be 
recognized. But not until the day 
of Milton and Shakespeare did 
“modern English” emerge from the 
linguistic chaos that had prevailed 
for centuries. 


But by this time, In the colo- 
nies, Americo-English had already 
taken a running start toward be- 
coming a new and vital language 
that was destined in America to 
supersede the so called “mother 
tongue.” And today, Americo- 
English is spoken by almost 200 
million people, while British- 
English is the language of a 
small minority of the 50-odd mil- 
lion inhabitants of the isles, for 
we must not forget the millions 
who speak, not English, but 
Scotch, Irish, Welsh, Manx and 
numerous local dialects that are 
as unlike standard English as pig 
Latin.

Three pounds of veal, one-half 
cup celery, diced; one-half cup car- 
rots, diced; one medium sized 
onion, one small bay leaf, three 
pints water, one tablespoon gelatin, 
one-fourth cup water, two table- 
spoons minced parsley, one table- 
spoon minced pimiento, one tea- 
spoon grated onion, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, one teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon paprika, one-half tea- 
Spoon pepper, one-fourth teaspoon 
powdered sage, four hard-cooked 
eggs. 


Put veal, celery, carrots and bay 
leaf in saucepan with three pints 
of water and let simmer until meat 
is tender. Remove meat, strain 
broth and skim off fat. Boil 
broth, uncovered, until it is re- 
duced to two cups. Meanwhile re- 
move bones, gristle and fat from 
meat and discard; cut meat into 
small pieces. Add minced parsley 
and pimiento to meat and divide 
the mixture into halves. Put one- 
half of it in the bottom of a pan 
four and one-half by eight inches 
and place the hard cooked eggs 
lengthwise through center of pan.

HE form of Bach’s St. Matthew’s 

Passion, which will be presented 

by the St. Louis Bach Choir 
next Saturday evening in the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium, has derived in 
a clear line from the early rituals 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 
During Holy Week it was the prac- 
tice to recite the Passion according 
to the Four Gospels with the words 
of the Evangelist allotted to a 
tenor, the other parts distributed 
among several soloists and the sen- 
timents of the disciples, worship- 
pers and throngs of persecutors 
expressed by a chorus.

Their settings 
of the shouts from the mob urging 
Pilate to “Crucify Him” caused 
Felix Mendelssohn to shake fis 
head and say: “Very tame Jews.” 


THE HIGH dramatic voltage of 
the St. Matthew's Passion inspired 
Leopold Stokowski to attempt re- 
cently in New York an enactment 
of the oratorio in theatrical form 
with the various principals acting, 
as well as singing, their parts. The 
comments on this effort suggest 
that it was not successful efther 
In 
order to provide time for the phys- 
ical action much of the music had 
to be cut and the drama, after all, 
had not been designed as an 
accompaniment to a spectacle but 
as a means of communicating ideas 
and emotions wholly through 


IN THE ARIA “Break and 

eed” the orchestral accompani- 
ment establishes and sustains an 
emotional background while the 
voice is concerned more specifically 
with the sense of the text. The 
music, one might say, is bathed in 
tears but it is also an example of 
masterly contrapuntal writing. The 
dialogue between Christ and Judas 
is both strong and immeasurably 
pathetic while the recitatives of 
the Narrator, though they follow 
the quantitative values of the Bibli- 
cal text and are therefore more in 
the rhythm of the spoken word 
than of song, have as much lyrical 
appeal as the arias. 


The comparative simplicity of 
the. melodies in the St. Matthew's 
Passion igs one of the attributes 
that has impressed William B. 
Heyne, director of the Bach Choir. 
Mr. Heyne believes that this music

Virtues of a Two-Door Sedan

] 
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TWO-DOOR sedan is the ideal family car. It is superior to 
the four-door sedan for domestic purposes since it offers two 
less doors to tamper with, and passengers riding in the back 
seat are hermetically sealed by the persons riding in the front seats. 
Thus the children, the dog and other pets may be tossed care- 
lessly into the back seat, where the children are free to pull each 
others’ hair, battle for favorable positions by the windows, spill the 
sticky filling of sandwiches over the upholstery and indulge in similar 
innocent, if destructive, pastimes that serve to break the monotony 
of travel. 

Parents sitting in the front seats need do no more than occa- 
sionally threaten to “kill them if they don’t pipe down,” and still be 
reasonably sure of finding them all present and accounted for at 
the end of the journey. In a four-door sedan, on the contrary, the 
two unprotected doors may result in a single family being strewn 
over a couple of counties and half a dozen townships. 

The two-door sedan also is ideal for, family use since it is dis- 
couraging to visitors. The visitor will, naturally, be given the seat 
of honor up front next to the driver. All children proceeding to or 
leaving the back seat will then crawl over or squeeze by the visitor, 
pounding him on the head, making him a footmat for muddy shoes 
and otherwise subjecting him to cruel and unusual punishment. 
This ig because the space through which a child must -squeeze 
to reach the rear seat is little more than a crack. The car designers 
have endeavored to correct the disadvantage by providing front-seat 
BON WN push forward, But they failed to take into account the 
person Occupying the front seat. 

So, ite movable back is to function as intended, the person 
occupying he seat must attempt to give the effect of not being there 
by leaning forward until the chin rests on the knees. Those enter- 
ing or leaving the car will press hard against the back of the seat, 
which, in turn, will press hard against the person in the seat, causing 
artificial respiration. That will drive air from the lungs and flatten 
the person out, even if it falls short of breaking a couple of ribs. 
After one or two experiences, persons invited to ride with a 
family will take the precaution to inquire whether the family car 
is a two-door sedan. ‘Should the answer be in the affirmative, théy 
may be counted upon to think up a hurried excuse to save themselves 
from this modern instrument of torture. Thus the family will have 
the car to themselves. 

It may be argued that the peculiarities of the two-door sedan

Gully erosion like this is frequent in both Illinois, where this picture 
was made, and Missouri. Such gullies start as small rivulets in the 
land, grow rapidly unless checked, often reaching a depth of 10 and 
12 feet. G erosion can be checked by proper planting of trees and 
shrubs. Fonda, who is six feet tall, illustrates the depth of the gully. 


Years of improper cultivation and lack of erosion control have washed 
valuable, rich topsoil from the wheat field in the background into the 
creek bed in the foreground. Tests being made by Fonda show that 
rich topsoil in the creek bed is three feet deep, whereas back on the 
wheat field, where it belongs, the topsoil is only a few inches deep.

They hold the soil, prevent 
rapid run-off, provide valuable feed for livestock, even help rehabili- 
tate the land by restoring vital elements which may have been lost.
